To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — On  the  30th  day  of  December,  the  Supreme  Court  reversed  the 
judgment  of  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court,  in  the  case  of* Sarah  S.  Kingsbury  et  al.  vs. 
The  City,  as  to  that  part  which  quieted  the  title  of  the  plaintiff's  in  the  333  feet  of 
Highland  street  between  Washington  and  Market  streets,  and  affirmed  said  judg- 
ment as  to  that  part  which  found  for  the  city  north  of  Market  street  This  result 
I  regard  as  of  very  great  value  to  the  city,  as  an  affirmance  of  the  judgment  be^w 
would  have  led  to  many  more  suits  by  the  Davidson  heirs,  to  quiet  title  to  streets 
and  alleys  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  The  decision  announced  in  this  case  is  a 
very  exhaustive  one,  and  settles  the  law  in  favor  of  the  city  in  the  numerous  other 
suits  which  were  threatened  by  the  Davidson  heirs  and  their  grantees. 

The  General  Term  this  day  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  Special  Term  of  the 
Superior  Court,  in  the  case  of  The  City  against  William  S.  Hubbard.  This  was  a 
test  case  brought  by  direction  of  the  C<  uncil,  to  establish,  if  possible,  the  right  of 
the  city  to  obtain  a  special  decree  upon  which  sales  can  be  made  in  street  opening 
assessments  made  under  the  old  law,  several  thousand  dollars  of  which  still  remain 
unpaid.  Judge  Taylor  held  in  Special  Term,  that  the  statutory  remedy  musivbe 
followed,  and  that  no  aid  can  be  given  by  the  courts  outside  of  the  statute;  but  it  is 
a  fact,  as  is  well  known  by  the  experience  of  this  city,  that  no  practical  relief  is  fur- 
nished by  the  statute  at  all ;  and  this  is  the  main  reason  why  I  think  the  court  was 
wrong  in  denying  a  special  decree.  As  no  opinion  was  filed,  or  reasons  given  for 
the  ruling  by  the  General  Term,  and  as  the  record  will  cost  but  a  trifle,  1  recom- 
mend that  an  appeal  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court.

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Of  theother  seven,  two  (2)  have  so  far  involved  the  city  in  an  actual  payment  of

In  three  (3)  others  of  the  seven,  judgments  were  rendered  against  the  city  in  the 

Superior  Court,  and  are  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal.     They  are 

as  follows:

Henry  Emmelsman  vs.  The  City,  for  death  of  infant  son 700  00

The  other  two  (2)  are  the  cases  of  Thomas  Wren  vs.  The  City  et  al.  and  Charles 
Bauer  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  recently  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  now  requiring 
new  trials  in  the  lower  court.  In  the  former,  no  money  relief  is  sought  against  the 
city,  and  in  the  latter,  the  city  will  be  protected  by  the  primary  liability  of  the 
other  party  defendant,  in  case  judgment  should  be  obtained  against  her. 

From  my  former  annual  reports  and  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  during 
my  full  term  of  three  yea™,  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  (126)  cases  have  been  dis- 
posed of  in  the  higher  courts  above  named.  Of  these,  ninety-eight  (98)  have  been 
finally  decided  in  favor  of  the  city;  twenty-one  (21)  against  her;  two  (2)  comprom- 
ised; two  (2)  abandoned  by  order  of  the  Council,  and  the  other  three  (3)  are  now 
pending  on  appeal  in  the  Supreme  Court.  Said  reports  will  further  show  that  of 
said  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  cases  tried  by  me,  but  six  have  involved  the  city 
in  the  payment  of  money  judgments,  the  total  amount  of  such  judgments  being 
$2,086.52.  This  does  not  include  some  old  matters  before  my  term,  and  various 
items  of  costs  which  the  city  could  not  make  off  of  the  losing  parties,  of  which  I 
keep  no  record.  I  have  collected  by  suit,  and  otherwise  secured  to  the  citv,  during 
my  term,  about  $9,000.00.

The  Hospital  improvement  of  $27,456.00,  adds  quite  a  figure  in  this  years'  ex- 
penses, otherwise  we  would  be  considerable  inside  of  our  revenue.  We"  are  con- 
vinced that  a  90  cent  levy,  with  care  and  economy,  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all 
necessary  requirements.  There  has,  however,  been  a  constant  growing  increase  in 
the  cost  of  water  rent  and  gas,  which,  in  our  opinion,  can  be  checked  for  several 
years  to  come,  without  creating  great  inconvenience  to  any  one. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  resolution  be  passed,  and  strictly  adhered  to,  that 
no  further  extension  of  water  mains  nor  erection  of  lamp-posts,  be  ordered  during 
the  year  1885.  We  would  also  recommend  that  a  rule  be  established,  that  no  street 
improvement  ordinance  be  passed  without  a  petition  accompanying  it  from  the  resi- 
dent property  owners  owning  at  least  one-half  of  tue  number  of  lineal  feet  along 
the  line  of  the  contemplated  improvement.  This  would  prevent  a  great  many  or- 
dinances from  being  pushed  through,  and  save  the  city  a  large  amount.

Gentlemen: — The  following  cases,  in  which  the  city  was  interested,  have  been  dis- 
posed of  during  the  pnst  two  weeks: 

1  Mary  A.  Schwab  vs.  The  City  et  ah,  seeking  to  quiet  title  to  real  estate  as 
against  a  street  opening  assessment.  Dismissed  by  the  plaintiff  as  to  the  city,  and 
judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city  for  costs. 

2.  C.  F.  Rafert  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  the  city  being  a  party  for  same  reason  as  in 
the  foregoing  case.     Same  disposition  and  result  as  above. 

3.  Robert  G.  Wilson  vs.  The  City  and  certain  Railroad  companies,  claiming 
$5,000  damages  for  personal  injuries  received  in  falling  over  Pogue  s  Run  embank- 
ment at  East  street,  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  changes  were  being  made  in  grade,  &c, 
at  that  point      Judgment  has  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city  on  settlement  of 

^law  questions  in  her  favor  on  demurrer. 

4.  The  judgment  of  the  General  Term  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  suit  by  the 
•members  of  the  Fire  Board  against  Chief  Fire  Engineer  Webster,  has  been  affirm- 
ed in  the  Supreme  Court. 

•5.  In  the  case  of  Joshua  L.  Fatour,  vs.  The  School  Boa-d  and  The  City,  Judge 
Walker,  in  special  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  has  found  for  the  city.     The  suit,  as 
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to  the  city,  was  an  attempt  to  enforce  a  mechanic's  lien  against  the  south  side  High* 
School  building  and  grounds,  for  an  unpaid  balance  of  one-half  the  contract  price 
of  ?aid  building.  The  decision  is,  that  such  a  lien  can  not  be  enforced  against, 
school  property. 

6.  The  same  Judge  has  also  decided  (although  no  ruling  has  as  yet  been  entered! 
of  record  in  the  case),  that  Section  4  of  the  License  Ordinance,  found  on  page  18& 
of  the  last  edition  of  the  printed  ordinances,  is  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  therefore  void.  The  question  arises  in  a  prosecution  in- 
stituted in  the  name  of  the  city,  at  the  instance  of  certain  resident  merchants, 
against  John  C.  Fullenwider,  for  selling  at  auction  merchandise  not  previously  of- 
fered for  sale  in  stock  in  this  city  for  three  months  prior  thereto,  without  paying; 
the  weekly  license  of  $100.00.  I  am  advised  that  at  least  one  of  the  other  Judges 
concur  with  Judge  Walker  in  this  opinion  ;  so  that  it  will  be  useless  to  go  to  the 
General  Term,  unless  it  is  decided  to  go  on  to  the  Supreme  Court.  As  the  city  has- 
never  derived  any  revenue  from  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  I  would  not  advise 
an  appeal,  unless  the  interested  parties  who  caused  the  prosecution  to  be  instituted, 
will  agree  to  pay  all  costs  which  may  be  adjudged  against  the  city.  I  ask  for  spe- 
cific instructions.

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  certain  pa- 
pers were  referred,  report  thereon  as  follows:

2.  G  O.  No.  1, 1885,  seeks  to  compel  Telephone  companies  now  doing,  or  which 
may  hereafter  do  business,  in  this  city,  to  put  in  instruments,  make  connections^ 
and  render  service  to  any  citizen  applying,  for  a  certan  price  named;  and  seeks  to 
make  it  unlawful  for  any  such  company  to  charge  more  than  a  specified  sum  for 
telephone  service,  and  fixes  the  time  of  payment,  &c. 

There  is  but  one  Telephone  company  doing  business  in  the  city.  In  the  ordi- 
nance granting  it  the  right  to  erect  its  poles,  &c,  no  reservation  of  the  right  to 
regulate  the  tolls,  fix  the  time  of  payment,  or  anything  of  that  kind,  was  saved  by 
the  Council  Under  these  circumstences,  we  do  not  believe  the  Council  can  any 
more  dictate  what  price  this  company  shall  charge  for  its  service,  than  to  regulate 
the  price  a  merchant  upon  our  streets  shall  charge  a  citizen  for  his  wares.  It  can 
not  be  said  that  because  there  is  a  clause  in  the  c  arter  of  the  existing  company,  re- 
serving the  right  to  repeal  the  ordinan  e  at  any  time,  that  this  includes  the  power 
to  regulate  the  tolls.  Ths.t  provision  only  goes  to  the  question  of  the  power  to  ter- 
minate the  franchise  altogether 

We  do  not  suppose  the  Council  desires  to  enact  an  ordinance  which  would  be 
invalid  as  to  the  company  now  doing  business  in  the  city,  and  to  apply  only  to- 
companies  hereafter  organizing,  as  the  proper  way  is  evidently  to  make  specific- 
provision  in  each  given  case  in  the  ordinance  granting  the  right  to  enter  the  city. 

3.  In  the  mater  of  the  petition  of  Harriet  Keller,  asking  that  Richter  &  Twi- 
name.  contractors,  be  restrained  from  collecting  the  cost  of  bowldering  Benton 
street,  in  front  of  her  property,  we  find  that  the  Engineer  allowed  her  a  fair  per 
cent  for  the  bowlders  fit  for  use,  and  that  the  assessment  made  against  her  is  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  statute.     We  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tion be  not  granted.

REPORTS   FROM    SELECT    COMMITTEES. 

Councilman  Haugh,  in  behalf  of  a  certain  Special  Committee,  submit- 
ted the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Join.,  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  certain  mat- 
ters referred  to  it  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  City  Hospital,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  the  difficulties  between  Dr.  Wishard  and  Dr  Eastman  are  largely  personal; 
that  so  far  as  any  discourtesy  was  shown  by  Dr.  Eastman,  it  doubtless  arose  from 
his  zeal  in  the  treatment  of  a  disease  that  involved  the  life  of  his  patient;  and  that 
in  the  subsequent  action  of  Dr.  Wishard  no  charge  is  made  of  incompetenc}7,  or 
lack  of  integrity  in  the  management  of  his  trust.  We  think  both  gentlemen  have 
given  undue  weight  to  the  incidents  connected  with  the  affair.  That  while  Dr.. 
Wisbard's  dismissal  of  Dr.  Eastman  from  the  hospital  staff  was  rather  more  heroic^ 
treatment  than  a  diagnosis  of  the  case  warranted,  nevertheless  as  he  is  the  Su- 
perintend nt.  of  the  hospital,  and  responsible  for  its  conduct,  the  facts  do  not  war- 
rant any  interference  or  action  on  the  part  of  the  city  government.  With  the 
general  admonition  to  the  Hospital  Board  and  Superintendent  that  the  hospital 
must  not  be  conducted  in  a  way  to  give  any  cla«s  or  coterie  of  physicians  spec  al 
privileges,  we  believe  it  would  be  unadvisable  with  this  report  to  suggest  any 
interference  with  the  staff  selected,  by  them,  but  thwt  they  be  instructed  to  report 
at  onee  the  names  of  physicians  selected  by  them  to  serve  on  said  staff  for  the  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  of  the  ci  y  government  as  provided  by  law  It  is  fair  to 
Dr.  Wishard  to  state  that  no  evidence  was  adduced  before  the  committee  that  he 
had  ever  refused  to  admit  pay  patients  of  whatever  school.  While  under  the  exist- 
ing feeling  among  the  various  school  of  physicians  it  seems  impracticable  to  re- 
quire that  charity  patients  shall  have  the  character  of  treatment  they  prerer.  yet 
the  barriers  are  gradually  breaking  away  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a 
very  large  class  of  cit'zens  and  taxpayers  can  have  equal  rights  for  the  exercise  of 
their  preferences  lor  prejudices)  in  the  hospital  they  have  helped  to  build  and 
maintain  The  time  will  probably  be  ripe  for  your  action  on  this  matter  about 
one  year  from  now. 

We  believe,  however,  that  it  is  not  only  right  but  practicable  at  this  time  to  en- 
join on  the  hospital  authorities  that  patients  who  pay  for  board  and  trained 
nurses  may  also  have  their  own  physicians,  and  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Hospital  Board  and  Superintendent  be  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed  to  admit  to  the  benefits  of  the  hospital  pay  patients  upon  equal  terms 
and  without  regard  to  the  school  of  medicine  favored  by  them,  and  that  any  such  . 
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pay  patient  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  attendance  and  treatment  of  his  or  her 
physician  or  physicians  without  prejudice  so  far  as  tiie  facilities  of  the  hospital  are 
■^concerned.

Whereas,  A  fire  has  lately  occurred  at  the  Insane  Asylum,  involving  the  loss 
of  many  thousand  dollars  to  the  State,  and  endangering  the  lives  of  the  inmates  of 
said  institution;  And  whereas,  said  fire  has  sufficiently  and  fairly  demonstrated  the 
fact  that  the  present  system  for  fire  protection  at  said  institution  is  totally  insuffi-

Gentlemen:  — Y our  Committee  on  Judiciary  have  considered  the  proposition  of 
Luther  Mehring  to  pay  fifty  dollars  in  full  settlement  of  the  city's  demands  on  his 
bid  of  June  16th,  1884,  to  remove  the  dead  animals  from  the  cit\ .  We  are  satisfied 
that  Mr.  Mehring  would  not  have  bid  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  year, 
if  he  had  not  been  led  to  believe  that  the  ordinance  then  pending  to  protect  the 
dead  animal  contractor,  would  be  passed.  We  find  that  Mr.  Mehring  has  not  re- 
ceived any  favors  at  all  from  the  city,  as  he  states  in  his  petition,  and  believe  that 
his  proposition  ought  to  be  accepted,  without  reference  to  his  legal  liability.

Judiciary  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Light,  through  Councilman  Gallahue,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion 
directing  your  Committee  to  invite  the  Aldermanic  Committee  on  Public  Light  to 
accompany  them,  and  call  upon  the  Gas  Company  and  secure,  if  possible,  an  in- 
creased, number  of  hours  of  lighting  public  lamps,  without  any  additional  cost  to 
the  city,  have  attended  to  the  duty  required  by  the  motion,  and  report  as  follows: 

We  find  that  the  public  lamps  are  cleaned,  repaired,  lit  and  turned  out  by  the 
Gas  Company,  each  post  burning  twenty-five  hundred  hours  per  year,  for  which 
the  city  pays  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollais  per  post  per  year. 

We  further  find  and  report,  that  there  are  two  contracts  with  the  Gas  Company, 
one  general  and  one  special,  each  having  a  year  to  run. 

Your  committee  have  earnestly  labored  to  secure,  net  only  additional  burning 
hours  upon  public  lamps,  but  to  secure  a  reduction  in  price  of  gas.  to  private  con- 
sumers as  well.  The  only  inducement  we  had  to  offer  for  the  reductions  sought, 
was  an  extension  of  time  of  the  general  and  special  contracts.  Before  receiving  or 
making  any  propositions  to  the  Gas  Company,  your  committees  obtained  a  written 
opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  as  to  the  obligations  resting  upon  the  city  in  the 
event  of  the  extension  of  time  of  the  general  contract.  This  officer  informed  your 
committee,  in  a  written  opinion,  that  this  general  contract  gave  the  Gas  Company 
the  right  to  repair  and  extend  mains  in  the  streets  during  the  term  granted,  with- 
out seeking  special  permission  in  each  case  of  the  city  government,  and  a  promise  to 
use  this  company's  gas,  if  any  is  used,  but  with  the  right  to  stop  using  the  gas  of  the 
company  in  public  lamps  at  any  time,  and  use  electric  or  other  kind  of  light,  with- 
out incurring  any  liability  to  the  Gas  Company,  so  far  as  the  general  contract  is  con- 
cerned. By  the  contract  called  special,  the  obligation  is  made  to  use  gas  during  the 
term  for  which  it  may  be  made. 

Your  committee  had  a  lengthy  conference  with  Mr.  Pletcher,  President  of  the 
Gas  Company,  ending  in  a  proposition  from  him  to  your  committee  both  as  to  ad- 
ditional hours  on  public  lamps,  and  reduction  in  price  to  private  consumers.  It  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  the  proposition  was  not  satisfactory  to  your  committee. 

Your  committee  finally  submitted  a  proposition  to  the  company,  which  we  be- 
believe  ivas  the  very  best  we  could  hope  to  have  accepted  The  proposition  in  its 
terms  required  all  existing  contracts  to  be  surrendered  and  cancelled,  and  new  gen- 
eral and  special  contracts,  to  date  from  March  first,  1885,  the  general  contract  to 
run  ten  years,  and  the  special  contract  to  run  three  years,  provided  the  Gas  Com- 
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pany  would  reduce  the  price  of  gas  to  one  dollar  and  eighty  cents  per  thousand  feet 
•to  the  private  consumers  of  gas,  and  add  two  hundred  and  forty  hours  to  each  lamp- 
post— making  2,740  burning  hour^  per  year — and  clean,  repair,  light  and  turn  out, 
for  the  price  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  year  per  post,  the  same  as  now  paid  for  2,500 
hours  This  proposition  gives  a  reduction  of  twenty  (20)  cents  to  the  private  con- 
sumers of  gas,  and  gives  the  city  a  nearly  all  night  time-table  in  public  lighting. 
This  proposition  was  held  under  consideration  by  the  company  for  a  week,  and  then 
accepted. 

We  submit  herewith  carefully  prepared  contracts,  general  and  special,  prepared 
by  the  City  Attorney,  providing  for  all  the  matters  as  stated  in  your  committee's 
(proposition  herein  3et  out.  We  recommend  both  be  passed  in  time  to  go  into  effect 
the  first  day  of  next  March.

T6  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  in  regard 
to  "  instructing  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  not  to  make  runs  outside  the  corporate 
limits,"  respectfully  report  that,  in  our  opinion,  such  an  order  would  not  be  advi- 
sable, as  the  Fire  Department  could  not  stand  idly  by  and  see  property  destroyed,  if 
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within  their  reach  to  save  (although  outside  the  corporate  limits).  "We  therefore- 
recommend  that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  good  judgment  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer. 
We  believe,  however,  that  by  straightening,  and  in  some  cases  extendiDg,  the  cor- 
poration line,  a  large  number  of  buildings  and  factories  can  be  made  to  justly  con- 
tribute to  the  city's  revenue.  This  should  have  been  done  several  years  ago,  in 
justice  to  the  city  tax  payers.  These  establishments  are  located  immediately  on  f 
the  corporation  line;  have  the  use  of  the  streets,  gas  light,  fire-plugs  and  Fire  De- 
partment,  vithout  contributing  one  dollar  for  their  support. 

We  recommend  that  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  from  this  Coun" 
cil,  and  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  requested  to  appoint  a  like  committee    j 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  and  report,  at  the  earliest  day  possible,  what 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  corporation  lines  to  remedy  the  above,so  that  all 
benefited  shall  contribute  equally.

G.  0.  3,  1885 — An  ordinance  extending  the  franchise  of  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light 

and  Coke  Company,  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  restrictions,  and  fixing; 

a  limit  to  the  price  to  be  charged  for  gas,  by  said  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  in  consideration  of  the  changes  hereby  made  in  the  ori- 
ginal contract  ordinance  of  March  19th,  1866,  not  yet  expired,  and  the  acceptance 
of  th*  terms  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
(if  they  shall  be  so  accepted),  it  is  agreed  by  said  city,  that  if  she  continues  to  light 
her  public  streets  and  grounds  with  gas,  it  shall  be  done  with  the  gas  of  said  com- 
pany, during  the  term  often  (10)  years  from  Ma^ch  1st,  1885.  Said  city  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  adopt  some  other  mode  of  lighting  her  public  streets  and  grounds,  other 
than  gas,  in  which  case  she  shall  not  be  obliged  to  use  the  gas  of  said  company  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  price  at  which  said  Company  shall  furnish  the  city  and  her  inhabi- 
tants with  gas,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  eighty  cents  ($1.80)  for 
each  thousand  cubic  feet;  Provided,  That  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alder 
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men  of  said  city  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  time  of  lighting 
and  extinguishing  the  street  lamps,  and  to  otherwise  determine  the  quantity  of  gas 
to  he  consumed  by  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  gas  sold  by  said  company  (except  in  case  of  emergency  or  accident), 
shall  be  free  from  all  non  inflammable  or  poisonous  qualities,  and  in  a'l  other  re- 
spects of  the  highest  standard  of  purity;  and  the  same  shall  be  supplied  promptly 
and  in  sufficient  quantities  by  said  company  to  all  consumers  thereof,  and  to  all 
others  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  an v  street  or  alley  along  which  the  Jl 
mains  of  said  company  shall  have  been  extended.  A.nd  said  company  shall,  upon'|| 
application  in  writing,  promptly  lay  all  necessary  service-pipes  in.  or  across  any 
street,  gutter,  sidewalk  or  alley.  Said  company  shall  make  no  charge  for  any  meter, 
nor  for  the  rent  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  charge  be  made  by  said  company  for 
service-pipes  laid  in  any  street,  gutter  or  sidewalk,  nor  for  laying  said  pipes,  nor  for 
properly  repairing  all  streets,  gutters  and  sidewalks  thereafter,  nor  for  tapping  any 
mains.  And  furthermore,  said  company  shall  not  charge  more  for  making  any 
connection  between  its  pipes  and  those  of  any  person  applying  for  gas,  nor  for  the 
setting  of  *any  meier,  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same.  All  gas  sold  shall 
be  accurately  measured  by  said  company,  at  its  own  expense,  and  without  any 
charge,  either  direct  or  indirect,  to  any  consumer  thereof.  Such  company  shall 
furnish  all  facilities  in  its  possession  to  any  agent  that  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  meters  or  the 
purity  of  the  gas  furnished  by  said  company. 

Sec.  4.  If  said  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  shall  fail-to  comply, 
in  good  faith,  with  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  ot  this  ordinance,  or  shall  violate 
any  of  said  provisions,  then,  and  in  such  case,  it  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges under  said  contract,  and  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may, 
at  any  time  thereafter,  repeal  the  same.  Said  failure  shall  be  determined  by  judicial 
decision. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  discovery  or  improvement  shall  be  made  in  the  preparation  of 
gas  from  coal  or  other  material,  either  solid  or  liquid,  by  which  the  cost  of  obtain- 
ing the  same  shall  be  materially  diminished,  and  the  same  shall  be  adopted  in  other 
principal  cities  of  the  country,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  company  aforesaid  shall 
introduce  and  use  such  discovery  or  improvement  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
shall  make  such  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  sold,  as  shall  be  proportionable  to  the 
saving  by  such  discovery  or  improvement. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  said  company  proposes  to  open  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  down  gas  pipes,  it  shall  give  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer  of  said 
city,  three  days'  notice  thereof,  and  shall  notr during  the  progress  of  the  work,  un- 
necessarily obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley;  and,  further,  it  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  repair  such  portion  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  that  it  may 
have  broken  up,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  acceptable  to  said  Engineer.  Said  gas- 
pipes  shall  not  interfere  with  the  drainage  or  water  supply  of  the  city,  by  obstructing 
or  otherwise  interfering  with  the  construction  of  sewers  or  laying  of  water-pipes; 
and  whenever  th«  same  shall  become  necessary,  such  company  shall  remove  the 
gas-pipes  so  interfering,  at  its  own  expense. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  property  owners,  embracing  a  space  of  five  hundred  and 
ten  feet,  contiguous  to  the  mains  of  said  company,  on  and  along  any  street  or 
thoroughfare  of  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  signify,  by  petition  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  their  desire  to  use  gas.  the  said  Indianapolis 
rGas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  within  sixty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  petition 
and  its  approval  by  said  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  any  period  between  the 
first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  November  of  any  year,  shall  proceed  to  lay 
•down  the  necessary  and  proper  mains  and  service-pipes  along  said  street  or  thor- 
oughfare, if  the  citizens  along  the  line  of  said  street  or  thoroughfare  shall  obligate 
themselves  to  take  fifteen  or  more  burners,  and  use  the  same  for  gas,  to  each  such 
space  of  five  hundred  and  ten  feet  along  which  said  mains  and  service-pipes.shall 
be  so  laid;  Provided,  That  the  public  grounds  of  the  City,  County  or  State,  shall  be 
-excepted  from  this  rule. 

Sec.  8.     The  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  every  person  in  ltd 
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• 
II  employ,  who  shall  dig  any  trench  in  any  street,  sidewalk  or  alley  of  such  city,  for 
|f  the  purpose  of  laying,  taking  up  or  repairing  any  gas-pipe,  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pose, shall  fill  the  same  again,  as  early  as  practicable,  like  the  adjoining  part  of  the 
street;  and  if  the  place  at  which  such  trench  was  dug,  shall  subsequently  sink,  or 
get  out  of  repair,  in  consequence  of  such  digging  and  filling,  the  company  or  person- 
having  dug  the  same,  shall  repair  it  forthwith;  and  for  any  neglect  so  to  do,  said 
company  shall  be  liable  for  all  cost  of  putting  such  place  in  good  repair,  to  be 
collected  in  an  action  of  debt;  or  the  city  may  cause  the  work  to  be  done,  and  re- 
tain the  amount  of  the  cost  thereof  out  of  any  monies  due  to  sad  company.  And; 
said  company  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  to  any  person  or  property  resulting 
from  any  neglect  or  fault  of  its  officers  or  employes ;  and  should  the  city  be  sued 
therefor,  said  company  shall  be  notified  of  said  suit,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  company  to  defend  the  same;  and  should  a  judgment  be  recovered 
against  the  city,  she  shall  recover  the  amount,  with  all  costs,  from  said  company, 
and  the  record  of  such  judgment  against  the  city,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  evi- 
dence in  the  case. 

Sec.  9.  An  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  by  said  company,  shall 
work  a  repeal  of  the  ordinance  of  March  19,  1868,  entitled  "An  ordinance  invest- 
ing the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  with  the  privilege  of  furnishing 
gas  to  the  city  and  inhabitants  of  Indianapolis,  upon  certain  condi lions  therein 
named,"  and  the  same  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  binding  on  any  party  thereto. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  after  its  passage  and* 
adoption  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany of  a  resolution  fully  accepting  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  a 
certified  copy  of  which  resolution  shall  be  filed  by  said  company  with  the  City 
Clerk,  which  shall  be,  by  said  officer,  reported  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  at  their  next  meetings. 

The  following  agreement,  presented  with  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Light,  was  read: 

This  Agreement,    Made  on  this  day  of  February,  1885,  by  and  between- 

the  City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas- Light  and* 
Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,   Witnesseth: 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  is  not  pending  before  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  entitled  "An  ordinance  extending  the  franchise  of  the  Indianapolis- 
Gas- Light  and  Coke  Company,  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  restrictions,  and 
fixing  a  limit  to  the  price  to  be  charge'd  for  gas  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants," 
which  materially  changes  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  contract  of  March  19,  1866, 
now  in  force;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  on  the  part  of  the  City'of  Indianapolis,  to  cancel  the- 
special  contract  now  existing  between  her  and  said  company,  which  was  entered 
into  on  the  8th.  day  of  July,  1884,  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  five  months,  and  to 
make  new  terms  with  said  company,  in  nearer  accord  with  the  provisions  of  said 
ordinance  now  pending; 

Now,  there/ore,  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case  said 
ordinance  now  pending  bpfore  said  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  hereafter 
be  passed,  and  its  provisions  and  terms  shall  be  accepted  by  said  company,  as  herein* 
provided  for,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  following  contract  shall  take  the  place  of  said 
special  contract  for  the  unexpired  term  thereof,  and  said  special  contract  of  July 
8th,  1884,  shall  be  and  become  null  and  void  after  the  commencement  of  this  con- 
tract, as  hereinafter  provided : 

Said  Indianapolis  Gas- Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees- 
to  furnish  gas  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  term  of  three  (3)  years  from 
the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  Sec- 
tion of  said  ordinance  now  pending,  (which  is  the  same  as  Section  three  of  said 
ordinance  of  March  19,  1866),  for  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  (2,566) 
lamps,  all  of  which  are  now  in  a  serviceable  condition  in  and  upon  the  streets  of 
said  city;   said  lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  a  time-table  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,. 
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which  table  shall  provide  for  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  (2,740)  hours 
per  year  for  each  and  every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  the  capacity 
of  not  less  than  four  (4)  cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said  party 
of  the  second  part  also  agrees  at  proper  and  regular  times  to  light  and  extinguish 
said  lamps,  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part ;  to 
keep  said  lamps  clean  and  in  repair ;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail 
or  neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  said  company. 
It  is  further  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct 
from  any  amount  due  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  for 
each  and  every  post  for  each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted  and  kept  lighted 
during  the  time  provided  in  the  time-table ;  Provided,  that  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost,  over 
which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control ;  but  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  her  officers,  shall  have 
the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished,  and  the  capacity 
of  the  burners  on  street  lamps. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  2,566  posts  and  lamps  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  se- 
lected and  designated  by  the  proper  committee  or  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  Gas  Com- 
pany; and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices 
occupied  by  city  officers,  for  all  engine  houses,  ior  tbe  Council  Chamber,  for  all 
tunnels,  bridges  and  station  houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for 
the  use  of  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  a  price  of  one  dollar  and  eighty 
cents  ($1.80)  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  pari,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  each,  and 
every  street  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  applied,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25.00)  per  annum  (or  "the  sum  of  sixty- four  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
($64,150.00)  dollars)  for  said  2,566  posts ;  (said  sum  to  be  full  compensation  for  all 
gas  furnished),  and  for  cleaning,  lighting  and  keeping  in  repair,  and  in  order  for 
service,  such  lamps  and  posts  as  above  undertaken  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  does  further  agree  to  pay  for  gas  fur- 
nished said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  except  street  lamps,  the  price  of  one 
dollar  and  eighty  cents  ($1.80)  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  as  above  mentioned. 

The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  the 
city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such  payments. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  the 
said  city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street  lamps  or  posts,  shall  be 
paid,  when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part.  And  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  also  agrees,  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any  time,  require  a  greater  num- 
ber of  lamp-posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
will  furnish  gas,  light  and  keep  the  same  in  repair  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said 
2,566  lamps  above  mentioned,  and  at  the  same  rate;  Provided,  that  when  new  posts 
shall  be  erected  along  lines  where  new  mains  are  to  be  laid,  then  such  work  shall 
be  performed  according  to  the  terms  and  requirements  of  Section  six  (6)  of  said  or- 
dinance now  pending.  And  said  party  of  the  second  part  does  further  agree  to 
dis-mantle  any  gas  lamp  now  erected  and  re-light  in  lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post 
now  erected,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  upon  the  lines  of  existing  mains, 
when  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  during  the  ex- 
istence of  the  present  contract,  and  due  notice  being  given  by  the  City  Civil  En- 
gineer, without  any  cost  to  said  city. 

This  contract  to  take  effect  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  and 
be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  three  (3)  years,  and  until  a  new  con'ract 
shall  be  entered  into.  After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  contract,  or  after  its 
termination  by  notice  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  parties  hereto  are  to  be  remitted 
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a\\  to  whatever  rights  they  or  either  of  them  may  have  under  the  contract  ordinance 
ill  now  pending  (if  it  shall  finally  pass  and  be  accepted,  as  above  provided),  the  same 
'  1 1  .as  if  this  contract  had  not  been  made. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  should  the  Common 
If  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility  of  the 
||  so-called  Electric  Light,  or  any  other  mode  of  lighting,  at  any  time  during  the  ex- 
il|  istence  of  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may,  upon  giving  at  least  one  week's 
If  notice  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  discontinue  the  use  of  any  number  of  lamps, 
■if  not  exceeding  three  hundred  (300),  the  said  lamps  so  discontinued  all  to  be  embraced 

I  in  one  district  or  portion  of  said  city ;  and  during  the  time  said  lamps  are  not  in  use, 
if  no  charge  shall  be  made  therefor,  and  a  reduction,  in  proportion  to  the  price  herein 

II  provided  for,  shall  be  made  from  the  bills  rendered  said  city  for  the  time  said  lamps 
r|j!  remain  unlighted;  and  should  the  party  of  the  first  part  desire  to  have  said  lamps 
I|  re-lighted,  the  party  of  the  second'part  agrees  to  re-light  the  same  within  forty-eight 

I   (48)  hours  after  notice  so  to  do. 

It  is  hereby  further   mutually  agreed,  that   should  the  Common  Council  and 

I   Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  adopt  the  so-called  Electric    Light  for 

[j  street  lighting,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  rescind  this  contract,  by  giving  at 

It   least  ninety  (90)  days  notice  to  the  party  of  thejsecond  part;    and  from  and  after 

::1    «uch  rescision  and  the  expiration  of  such  notice,  this  contract  shall  be  null  and  void. 

In    Witness    Whereof,  The  parties  hereto,  by  their  proper  officers,  have  hereunto 

signed  their  corporate  names,  and  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  affixed,  the  day 

and  year  first  above  written.

the  City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and 
Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,   Witnesseth: 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  is  now  pending  before  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  entitled  "An  ordinance  extending  the  franchise  of  the  Indianapolis 
Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  subject  to  certain  modifications  and  restrictions,  and 
fixing  a  limit  to  the  price  to  be  charged  for  gas  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants," 
which  materially  changes  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  contract  of  March  19,  1866, 
dow  in  force;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  on  the  part  of  the  City^of  Indianapolis,  to  cancel  the 
special  contract  now  existing  between  her  and  said  company,  which  was  entered 
into  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1884,  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  five  months,  and  to 
make  new  terms  with  said  company,  in  nearer  accord  with  the  provisions  of  said 
ordinance  now  pending ; 

Now,  therefore,  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case  said 
ordinance  now  pending  before  said  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  hereafter 
be  passed,  and  its  provisions  and  terms  shall  be  accepted  by  said  company,  as  herein 
provided  for,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  following  contract  shall  take  the  place  of  said 
special  contract  for  the  unexpired  term  thereof,  and  said  special  contract  of  July 
8th,  1884,  shall  be  and  become  null  and  void  after  the  commencement  of  this  con- 
tract, as  hereinafter  provided : 

Said  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees 
to  furnish  gas  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  term  of  three  (3)  years  from 
the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  Sec- 
tion of  said  ordinance  now  pending,  (which  is  the  same  as  Section  three  of  said 
ordinance  of  March  19,  1866),  for  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  (2,566) 
lamps,  all  of  which  are  now  in  a  serviceable  condition  in  and  upon  the  streets  of 
said  city;  said  lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  a  time-table  to  be  furnished  by  the  city, 
which  table  shall  provide  for  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  (2,740)  hours 
per  year  for  each  and  every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  the  capacity 
of  not  less  than  four  (4)  cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said  party 
of  the  second  part  also  agrees  at  proper  and  regular  times  to  light  and  extinguish 
said  lamps,  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part ;  to 
keep  said  lamps  clean  and  in  repair  ;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail 
or  neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  said  company. 
It  is  further  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct 
from  any  amount  due  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  for 
each  and  every  post  for  each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted  and  kept  lighted 
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during  the  time  provided  in  the  time-table ;  Provided,  that  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost,  over 
which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control ;  but  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  her  officers,  shall  have 
the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished,  and  the  capacity 
of  the  burners  on  street  lamps. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  2,566  posts  and  lamps  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  se- 
lected and  designated  by  the  proper  committee  or  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  Gas  Com- 
pany; and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices 
occupied  by  city  officers,  for  all  engine  houses,  lor  the  Council  Chamber,  for  all 
tunnels,  bridges  and  station  houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for 
the  use  of  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  a  price  of  one  dollar  and  eighty 
cents  ($1.80)  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  each  and 
every  street  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  applied,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25.00)  per  annum  or  the  sum  of  sixty-fouT*  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
($64,150.00)  dollars  for  said  2,566  posts;  said  sum  to  be  full  compensation  for  all 
gas  furnished,  and  for  cleaning,  lighting  and  keeping  in  repair,  and  in  order  for 
service,  such  lamps  and  posts  as  above  undertaken  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  dots  further  agree  to  pay  for  gas  fur- 
nished said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  except  street  lamps,  the  price  of  one 
dollar  and  eighty  cents  ($1.80)  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  as  above  mentioned. , 

The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  the 
city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such  payments. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  ot  this  contract,  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  the 
said  city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street  lamps  or  posts,  shall  be 
paid,  when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part.  And  the  said  party  of  the

be  performed  according  to  the  terms  and  requirements  of  Section  six  (6)  of  said  or- 
dinance now  pending.  And  said  party  of  the  second  part  does  further  agree  to 
dis-mantle  any  gas  lamp  now  erected  and  re-light  in  lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post 
now  erected,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  upon  the  lines  of  existing  mains, 
when  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  during  the  ex- 
istence of  the  present  contract,  and  due  notice  being  given  by  the  City  Civil  En- 
gineer, without  any  cost  to  saia  city 

This  contract  to  take  effect  from  and  mdudmg  the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  and 
be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  three  (3)  years,  and  until  a  new  contract 
shall  be  entered  info.  After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  contract,  or  after  its 
termination  by  notice  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  parties  hereto  are  to  be  remitted 
to  whatever  rights  they  or  either  of  them  may  have  under  the  contract  ordinance 
now  pending  (if  it  shall  finally  pass  and  be  accepted,  as  above  provided),  the  same 
as  if  this  contract  had  not  been  made. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  should  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility  of  the 
so-called  Electric  Light,  or  any  other  mode  of  lighting,  at  any  time  during  the  ex- 
istence of  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may,  upon  giving  at  least  one  week's 
notice  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  discontinue  the  use  of  any  number  of  lamps, 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  (300),  the  said  lamps  so  discontinued  all  to  be  embraced 
in  one  district  or  portion  of  said  city ;  and  during  the  time  said  lamps  are  not  in  use, 
no  charge  shall  be  made  therefor,  and  a  reduction,  in  proportion  to  the  price  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  made  from  the  bills  rendered  said  city  for  the  time  said  lamps 
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remain  unlighted;  and  should  the  party  of  the  first  part  desire  to  have  said  lamps 
re-lighted,  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  re-light  the  same  within  forty-eight 
(48)  hours  after  notice  so  to  do. 

It  is  hereby  further  mutually  agreed,  that  should  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  adopt  the  so-called  Electric  Light  for 
street  lighting,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  rescind  this  contract,  by  giving  at 
least  ninety  (90)  days  notice  to  the  party  of  the  second  part;  and  from  and  after 
such  rescision  and  the  expiration  of  such  notice,  this  contract  shall  be  null  and  void.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  amotion  to  "see 
what  can  be  done  to  lessen  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,"  respectfully  re- 
port as  follows: 
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The  cost  of  water,  gas,  salaries,  police,  printing  and  interest,  are  fixed  by  contract 
and  ordinances,  and  can  not  be  changed  at  this  time. 

The  adoption  of  the  resolution  eow  before  you,  that  no  more  Street  Improve- 
ment ordinances  be  passed,  unless  petitioned  for  by  a  majority  of  the  property 
owners  on  the  line  where  said  improvement  is  to  be  made,  will  stop  a  great  many 
ordinances  from  being  rushed  through,  that  are  not  really  necessary,  and  of  which 
the  city  has  a  large  part  to  pay  ;  further,  it  is  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  property 
owners  to  give  them  a  say  as  to  whether  the  improvement  should  be  made  or  not. 

The  stopping  of  ordering  Water  and  Gas  companies  to  extend  their  mains  for 
the  present  year,  would  be  a  great  saving,  and  could  be  dispensed  with  without  the 
interest  of  any  part  of  the  city  suffering  in  the  least. 

The  Fire  Department  and  City  Hospital  are  necessities  which  we  believe  every 
tax  payer  will  endorse,  and  desire  to  be  kept  in  good  working  ord?r.  We  can  see 
nothing  in  either  department  that  shows  extravagance  or  unnecessary  expense. 
Your  committee  have  made  a  careful  estimate  of  the  expenses  for  the  year  1885, 
and  will  report  to  your  honorable  body  from  time  to  time  any  departments  that 
are  about  to  exceed  their  estimate,  so  that  a  halt  can  be  called. 

The  sewer  ordinances  already  passed,  and  contracted  for,  ineluding  State  Ditch, 
will  take  every  dollar  of  the  sewer  tax  revenue,  except  $5,000  set  aside  for  Pogue's 
Run. 

Bridges  now  under  way  and  contracted  for,  will  cost  $15,000,  which  is  the  full 
amount  of  the  estimate;  so  that  there  will  be  no  more  funds  for  sewers  or  bridges; 
therefore  i  o  further  ordinances  or  resolutions  should  be  passed  for  either. 

Street  repairs,  stone  crossings  and  incidentals,  are  in  your  hands  at  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Council.  By  a  firm  determination  to  vote  against  all  measures  introduced 
that  are  not  absolutely  necessary,  a  large  amount  can  be  saved,  and  your  90  cent 
levy  can  be  made  to  meet  all  expenses.

banded,  and  he  thereupon  dtsmLsed  his  case  at  his  own  cost.  The  post,  on  my 
notice,  will  be  removed. 

On  June  16th,  1^84-,  I  reported  a  reversal  by  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  judgment 
theretofore  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city,  by  the  Superior  Court,  in  one  of  the  tax 
[refunding  cases  of  Frank  AlcVVhinney  vs.  The  City.  I  afterwards  obtained  a  re- 
hearing. The  case  was  then  reargued.  Another  decision  has  been  rendered, 
greatly  modi  ying  the  former  one,  but  again,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  lower 
court.

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weather.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Street  Commissioner  would  raise  the  de- 
pressions in  the  walks,  according  to  stakes  that  1  will  set,  that  the  trouble  com- 
plained of  will  be  obviated.

Geo.  T.  Brhunig,  Esq.,  City  Clerk,  Indianapolis,  Ind: 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  19th,  and  am  pleased  to  get  it,  as  it  gives  me  an 
opportunity  to  answer  officially  what  I  have  been  asked  so  many  times  by  individ- 
uals. At  the  time  the  ordinance  in  question  was  passed,  we  expected  to  commence 
the  erection  of  the  shops  at  once,  but  our  company  at  that  time  was  visited  by  a 
great  calamity  in  the  way  of  successive  floods,  and  before  we  had  fairly  recovered 
from  these,  the  depression  in  business  had  become  so  severe  that  no  Railway  mana- 
ger was  justified  in  undertaking  new  work.  If  business  shall  continue  to  improve 
this  summer,  and  next  August  shall  show  fair  crops  along  our  lines  in  your  State, 
we  shall  commence  work  on  our  new  shops  during  the  coming  fall.  If  the  reverse 
should  be  true,  we  shall  have  to  postpone  until  the  times  will  justify.  I  believe  that 
the  discomfort  of  the  citizens  from  the  vacation  of  the  streets  referred  to,  has  been 
overrated,  and  that  the  chief  complaint  comes  from  speculators  in  real  estate  who 
have  not  reaped  the  profits  they  expected.  However  that  may  be,  our  intentions 
are  as  above  set  forth.  If  your  honorable  body,  however,  should  conclude  that  the 
interests  of  the  city  demands  the  opening  of  the  streets  in  question,  we  of  course 
shall  have  to  submit  and  seek  another  location  for  our  shops.  I  can  not  conceive, 
however,  that  this  can  happen,  for  I  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  city  and  of  our 
company  are  identical.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  were  refer-  j 
red  various  petitions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  report  thereon: 

1st.  Is  the  petition  of  Harry  J.  Thrush,  asking  to  be  released  from  the  payment  j 
of  one-half  of  a  certain  assessment  made  against  a  lot  now  owned  by  him,  for  the  I 
opening  of  an  alley  in  Out-lot  100.  A  similar  petition  of  a  lot  owner  on  this  alley,  \ 
was  made  and  granted  about  a  year  ago,  and  no  reason  was  given  in  the  petition  or 
report  of  the  committees  therefor.  We  do  not  feel  justified,  therefore,  in  accepting  1 
that  case  as  a  precedent;  and  knowing  no  reason  why  the  compromise  should  be 
made  in  this  case  by  accepting  less  than  the  original  assessment,  we  recommend  j 
that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  not  granted. 

2d.  The  claim  of  Mrs.  Jacob  Wagoner,  for  refunding  of  taxes,  is  too  stale,  the  j  i 
alleged  error  occurring  thirteen  years  ago,  and  we  recommend  that  no  part  of  the  I 
claim  be  allowed. 

3d.  The  demand  of  E.  M.  Cosby,  for  refunding  of  taxes  paid  on  Lot  15,  in  Out-  1 1 
lot  100,  because  there  was  a  School  Fund  mortgage  on  the  same  when  the  taxes  I 
accrued,  on  which  a  forfeiture  has  since  occurred,  has  no  merit,  as  the  mere  exist-  1 
ence  of  a  School  Fund  mortgage  does  not  exempt  property  from  taxation.  We  | 
recommend  that  no  part  of  said  taxes  be  refunded. 

4th.     We  have  again  carefully  considered  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Keller,  j 
presented  to  the  Council  December  15,  1884.      Our  conclusion  upon  the  merits  of 
the  controversy,  is  the  same  as  that  expressed  in  our  report  of  February  2;  but  we  I 
find  that  the  lot  of  Mrs.  Keller  is  but  130  feet  long,  instead  of  140,  as  certified  by 
the  Engineer;    and  therefore  recommend  that  the  Engineer  make  the  proper  de- 
duction to  Mrs.  Keller,  on  account  of  this  error,  and  that  the  cost  of  this  10  extra 
feet  (which  appears  from  the  plat  to  be  an  alley),  be  paid  by  the  city — the  amount  1 
to  be  certified  by  the  Engineer  to  the  City  Clerk  for  insertion  in  the  next  appro-  J 
priation  ordinance  in  the  name  of  the  contractors. 
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5th.  The  claim  of  S.  W.  Patterson,  for  $230.00,  presented  December  15th,  1884,. 
has  been  carefully  investigated  by  us.  The  statements  of  Mr.  Patterson  and  John 
A.  Henry,  Esq.,  whcrwas  the  City  Attorney  at  the  time  the  judgment  was  taken 
against  the  petitioner  on  the  old  Garfield  Park  lease,  are  diametrically  opposed  to 
each  other.  We  are  inclined  to  give  full  credit  to  both  gentlemen,  and  to  believe- 
that  simply  the  recollection  of  one  or  the  other  is  at  fault.  But  outside  of  the  ver- 
bal statements  of  witnesses,  we  find  that  the  former  Council  offset  the  judgment  in 
question  against  a  like  sum  to  Mr.  Pattersen  on  worts  done  for  the  city.  Mr.  Pat- 
terson then  sued  the  city  for  the  money  now  claimed  in  the  petition  under  consid- 
eration, and  was  beaten.  We  feel  it  our  duty,  therefore,  to  report  against  the  al- 
lowance of  this  claim. 

We  present  herewith  Mr.  Henry's  written  statement  of  the  facts  attending  the 
taking  of  the  judgment,  to  be  filed  by  the  Clerk  with  this  report,  without  printing. 

6th.  We  recommend  that  the  proposition  of  Wm.  S.  Hubbard,  presented  Feb- 
ruary 2d,  to  pay  $400  as  a  full  settlement  of  the  Fourth  street  opening  assessment,. 
be  accepted.  We  have  examined  the  matter  carefully,  and  believe  that  the  ground 
taken  from  Mr.  Hubbard  was  worth  nearly  as  much  as  the  benefits  to  the  balance 
of  the  lot.  Beside  this,  there  is  little  hope  of  the  city  ever  being  able  to  collect  any- 
thing by  suit;  and  it  is  useless  to  try  to  get  any  one  to  bid  at  a  sale,  as  past  experi- 
ence proves.

Indianapolis  Light  Artillery,  to  enjoin  the  erection  of  a  building  for  drill  and 
i  armory  purposes,  on  the  lot  known  as  the  "  Park,"  in  Out-lot  51,  has  been  disposed 
j    of.     The  judgment  is  in  favor  of  the  city,  but  against  the  military  companies  for  the 

costs,  they  having  abandoned  the  idea  of  building  at  that  point. 
The  case  of  Israel  J .  Richardson  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  brought  to  recover  certain 
|    gambling  implements  taken  by  the  police  in  a  raid  some  months  ago,  and  which 
!    was  prosecuted  for  the  special  purpose  of  testing  the  validity  of  the  ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  seizure  of  such  property  without  warrant,  and  the  subsequent  des- 
\    truction  thereof,  has  been  dismissed  by  the  court,  the  plaintiff  failing  to  appear  for 
J    trial ;  and  the  property  has  been  ordered  returned  to  the  defendants,  to  be  destroyed. 
The  case  of  Patsey  Patterson  vs.  The  City,  claiming  some  $3,000  on  account  of 

taxes  paid  by  her  since  1872,  on  the  lots  composing  what  are  known  as  "  Samuel  J. 

Patterson's  Addition,"  and  "  Patterson's  Extended  Addition"  to  the  city,  on  the 
]  ground  that  said  additions  were  never  legally  annexed  to  the  city,  has  been  dis- 
|    posed  of  by  the  special  term  of  the  Superior  Court.     The  finding  is  in  favor  of  the 

city,  as  to  the  first  named  addition,  but  against  her  as  to  the  Extended  Addition,  and 
j    the  amount  ordered  refunded  is  $809.00.     The  court  rests  its  decision  solely  on  the 

ground  that  Mrs.  Patterson,  the  owner  of  the  land,  never  signed  the  plat  of  the 
j  "Extended  Addition,"  and  that  therefore  the  Council  never  had  any  jurisdiction  to 
<  annex  it.  There  are  so  many  subsequent  acts  of  the  plaintiff,  which  I  think  amount 
j  to  a  ratification  of  her  husband's  acts,  however,  that  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recom- 
i    mending  an  appeal. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  myself,  succeeded  in  getting  the  General  Assembly  to 
i  pass  a  special  bill,  allowing  the  city  the  sum  of  $3,184.69,  on  account  of  the  Re- 
j  fbrmatory  sewer  matter,  of  which  you  are  all  familiar.  But  your  committee,  of 
j  which  I  was  a  member,  did  not  succeed  so  well  as  to  the  general  legislation  in  which 
I  -our  city  was  so  much  interested.  Indeed,  none  of  the  dozen  bills  which  we  desired, 
j    except  one  of  minor  importance,  passed.

entlemen: — By  a  motion  passed  at  your  last  meeting,  1  was  requested  to  advise 
rif;  Council  as  to  the  manner  to  be  pursued  in  straightening  the  city  boundaries, 
MJd  to  make  such  suggestions  as  I  might  think  proper  in  connection  therewith. 
[|[  prepared  and  had  presented  to  the  last  General  Assembly  a  bill,  to  simplify  the 
miexation  and  dis-annexation  of  territory  by  cities.  It  was  intended  particularly 
lenable  thi$  city  to  straighten  its  boundaries,  which  could  have  been  accomplished 
la  very  simple  and  definite  manner  under  its  provisions.  It  failed  to  pass,  how- 
ler; and  if  the  Council  desires  to  do  anything  in  that  direction  within  the  next 
Mo  years,  it  must  be  done,  as  best  it  may,  under  existing  statutes.  These  statutes 
[Ike  the  following  requirements: 

l|st.  To  annex  territory  which  has  been  subdivided  into  building  lots,  the  plat 
Kreof  being  of  record  in  the  Recorder's  office,  it  requires  only  the  adoption  of  a 
■solution  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  See  section 
4  of  Charter. 

Ed.  In  order  to  legally  annex  territory  not'platted  into  lots,  it  requires  (1)  either 
ffit  the  owners  consent  thereto  in  writing,  and  that  the  Council  and  Board  of  Ai- 
rmen adopt  a  resolution  by  a  two-thirds  vote  annexing  the  same;  or  (2)  in  case 
m  owners  will  not  so  consent,  that  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldeamen  petition 
m  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  such  annexation, 
Biding  with  said  petition  an  accurate  description  of  the  lands  to  be  annexed,  to- 
Jther  with  a  plat  thereof,  first  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of  said  intended  petition 
j  publication  in  some  newspaper,  &c.     See  Section  85  of  the  Charter. 

Of  course  the  lots  or  lands  proposed  to  be  annexed  must  be  contiguous  to  the  then

We 
do  not  think,  however,  that  your  committee  is  the  proper  one  to  determine  what 
improvements,  if  any,  the  city  ought  to  make  on  the  farm.  Neither  do  we  care  to 
suggest  what  rent  the  city  should  charge  for  the  farm  in  the  future;  at  least  not 
without  the  advise  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  and  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements. 

As  to  the  request  of  the  Fertilizer  Company  that  the  city  cancel  all  past  rent  now 
due,  however,  for  the  reason  that  the  company  has  been  to  certain  expenses  not 
properly  chargeable  to  the  tenant,  we  beg  to  suggest  that  this,  in  our  opinion,  should 
not  be  done.  The  city  did  not  order  these  improvements,  or  agree  to  pay  for  them.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  moving  the 
track  of  the  C,  I.,  St.  L.  &  C.  R'y  Co.  further  west  into  Missouri  street,  between 
Georgia  and  Market  streets,  have  carefully  considered  the  matter.  Many  interest- 
ed parties  came  before  us,  and  we  return  with  this  report  a  petition  favoring  a  re- 
moval and  a  remonstrance  against  it. 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  the  track  as  now  located  is  too  near  the  east  line  of 
Missouri  street,  between  the  points  named.  It  is  not  only  injuring  the  walls  of  ad- 
jacent buildings,  but  is  dangerous  to  travel  on  Washington  street.  If  the  canal 
had  not  been  in  the  center  of  this  street  when  the  railroad  was  built,  the  track 
would  certainly  never  have  been  placed  as  near  to  the  east  side  as  it  now  is.  There 
ought  to  be  a  sidewalk  along  tbe  east  side  of  the  street,  which  can  not  be  laid  with 
the  track  remaining  where  it  now  is.  The  track  can  not  he  removed  to  the  center 
of  the  street,  for  fear  of  injury  to  the  large  sewer  at  that  point. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  we  think  the  track  ought  to  be  removed,  so  that  the 
east  rail  would  be  twenty  fret  from  the  east  line  of  Missouri  street,  and  that  the 
switch  tracks  between  said  Georgia  and  Market  streets,  ought  to  be  removed  further 
away  from  private  property. 

We  therefore  recommend,  that  the  Railroad  Company  be  requested  to  comply 
with  the  above  suggestions,  and  that  if  it  accepts,  an  ordinance  be  passed  giving 
said  company  the  right  to  so  locate  and  maintain  its  said  tracks.

appealed,  D.  V.  Burns  was  my  partner  in  the  practice,  and  appeared  with  me  foi 
the  city  in  all  the  stages  of  the  case,  up  to  the  preparation  of  the  original  brief  oh 
appeal,  which  was  filed  July  18,  1884.  The  appellees  have  but  recently  filed  theij 
brief.  An  examination  of  it  convinces  me  that  the  greatest  care  and  industry  shoull 
be  used  in  preparing  a  reply  to  it,  and  in  preparing  for  the  oral  argument  of  thj 
case,  before  its  final  submission  to  the  court  in  the  fall.  I  have  no  doubt  that  th| 
result  in  this  case  will  practically  settle  the  many  other  cases  pending  and  threat! 
ened,  on  account  of  the  overflows  of  1882  and  1883.  For  this  reason,  I  believe  I  anj . 
more  than  justified  in  suggesting  the  propriety  of  continuing  Judge  Burns  in  thu 
'Case.  While  neither  he  nor  I  can  now  tell  what  amount  of  labor  or  time  will  b| 
required  before  a  decision  is  obtained,  I  will  state  that  if  your  honorable  bodies  se| 
fit  to  retain  Judge  Burns  with  me  in  the  case,  I  will  see  that  his  fee  is  made  real 
sonable  and  satisfactory.

Gentlemen: — By  action  of  your  honorable  body,  had  at  the  last  regular  session,  ]| 
was  directed  to  report  whether  or  not  the  city  has  ever  "  purchased  the  bed  o 
Pogue's  Kun,  from  Eddy  street  southwest." 

I  know  of  no  interest  the  city  has  ever  acquired  in  the  bed  of  said  stream,  excepil 
by  virtue  of  the  proceedings  had  some  twenty  years  ago,  by  which  the  channel  oil 
the  Run  was  changed  between  Illinois  street  and  the  old  Canal,  and  I  suppose  thall 
this  proceeding  is  the  matter  leading  to  this  inquiry. 

In  the  year  1866,  the  course  of  Pogue's  Kun  was  changed  between  the  pointsj 
above  named,  by  condemning  private  property  for  a  new  channel.  The  final  re4 
port  of  the  City  Commissioners  awarding  damages  for  property  taken  and  asses- 
sing benefits  against  property  improved  by  the  change,  may  be  found  in  the  Pro- 
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leadings  of  Council  for  1866-7,  page  358.  The  sum  of  $5,270.00  was  awarded  to 
ae  property  owners  whose  land  was  taken,  and  a  like  amount  was  assessed  against 
iarrounding  property,  with  which  to  pay  said  damages.  The  city  paid  nothing, 
i'he  condemnation  proceedings  were  had  under  the  same  Statute  that  provided  for 
Ipening  streets,  and  the  city  acquired  no  greater  interest  in  the  soil  in  this  case 
[han  she  does  in  the  soil  of  a  street  which  is  condemned  and  paid  for  by  assessments 
|  gainst  surrounding  property.  In  such  case,  the  city  does  not  purchase  the  land, 
j,nd  does  not  acquire  the  lee  therein.  She  simply  acquires  the  control  of  it  for  the 
public  use.  The  fee  remains  in  the  owners  of  the  abutting  real  estate. 
;  I  therefore  conclude  that  the  city  did  not  "purchase"  the  bed  of  said  Kun,  in  the 
iondemnation  proceedings.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  directing  us  til 
examine  the  structure  being  erected  at  the  corner  of  Ohio  and  Davidson  streets,  fo 
the  storage  of  oil,  etc.,  and  to  serve  such  notices  on  the  owner  as  may  be  proper  t| 
save  all  the  legal  rights  of  the  city  to  require  its  removal,  etc  ,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  met  at  the  premises  on  the  26th  ultimo.  The  building  was  thei}  alreadj 
completed  and  had  stored  in  it  about  fifty  barrels  of  oil.  Hence  we  served  no  no] 
tice,  as  contemplated  by  the  motion. 

The  structure,  in  our  opinion,  does  not  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  ordinancl 
of  November  1, 1875  (see  Ordinance  Book,  p.  138)  in  scarcely  any  particular.  Thl 
frame  work  is  of  wood  and  the  sides  covered  with  thin  sheet-iron.  The  foundation! 
except  at  an  entrance  on  the  north  side,  is  of  brick,  but  extends  only  from  four  t<[ 
six  inches  above  the  level  of  the  ground  on  which  the  barrels  of  oil  rest,  and  would 
not  hold  the  oil  in  case  of  fire  at  a  time  when  a  large  supply  is  on  hand. 

The  residents  of  the  neighborhood  are  very  much  alarmed  concerning  it.  Soin<| 
residences  are  barely  sixty  feet  distant.  The  railroad  track  is  within  five  feet  anc| 
a  switch  house  within  twenty  feet  of  the  building. 

The  Clerk  informs  us  that  when  the  permit  was  applied  for,  it  was  representee! 
by  the  owner  that  the  structure  was  to  be  used  principally  for  the  storage  of  crock! 
ery,  and  that  the  quantity  of  oil  stored  at  any  one  time  would  be  very  small.  Ill 
now  appears  that  nothing  but  oil  is  to  be  stored  in  it.  Your  Committee  found! 
nothing  else.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  presented  the  following  communication;  which 
vas  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  City  Attorney;    and  on 
notion  by  Councilman  Dowling,  they  were  instructed  to  report  on  the 
iubject-matter  at  the  next  regular  meeting: 
bio.  40.  '[  369  3 
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To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — On  tbe  1st  day  of  January,  1869,  $110,000  of  city  bonds  were  issue* 
as  follows:  $60,000  in  aid  of  the  Indianapolis  &  Vincennes  Railroad  Company,  an 
$50,000  in  aid  of  the  Junction  Railroad  Company.  These  bonds  run  for  the  perio 
of  twenty  years,  and  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payab 
annually,  on  the  1st  day  of  April.  They  are  made  payable  at  the  city  treasurj 
and,  as  will  be  seen,  fall  due  January  1st,  1889,  having  nearly  three  years  and  a  haj 
yet  to  run. 

These  bonds  are  the  first  to  become  due  of  the  city's  indebtedness,  with  the  e:j 
ception  of  $9,000,  which  will  become  due  January  1st,  1886,  and  which  can  be  paij 
out  of  the  Sinking  Fund  on  hand.  It  is  evident  that  the  city  will  have  to  refuni 
most  of  its  indebtedness  as  it  matures,  and  every  condition  of  the  money  mark! 
auspicious  for  obtaining  a  more  favorable  rate  of  interest,  should  be  improved. 

The  city  debt,  exclusive  of  the  Belt  Railroad  bonds,  amounts  to  $1,414,500.  Noil 
of  this  debt  bears  a  less  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent.,  while  $1,233,500  of  it  be;i 
7  T3tf  per  cent.,  and  $21,000  of  it  eight  per  cent. 

If  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  were  in  shape  so  that  it  could  now  be  refunded,  | 
doubt  not,  with  the  present  favorable  condition  of  the  money  market,  and  the  d 
servedly  high  credit  of  the  city,  it  could  be  done  so  as  to  make  an  annual  saving  t 
the  city  of  $40,000  or  more,  in  the  way  of  interest.  But  unfortunately  for  the  cib 
none  of  said  indebtedness  matures  until  1893,  and  thereafter,  except  the  amouni 
hereinbefore  stated,  and  $45,000  of  bonds  which  will  mature  January  1st,  189 
None  of  the  bonds  representing  the  city's  indebtedness,  contain  an  option  by  whic 
the  city  may  call  them  in  before  their  maturity. 

The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  suggest  that  steps  be  taken  to  ascertain 
a  surrender  of  the  $110,000  of  bonds  maturing  January  1st,  1889,  and  the  $45,0( 
maturing  January  1st,  1890,  can  be  negotiated,  the  holders  to  receive  in  their  stea 
a  long  time  bond  at  a  very  considerable  reduction  of  interest.  If  the  holders  wis 
to  continue  the  investment,  the  city  may  be  able  to  negotiate  with  them  for  a  su 
render  of  the  old  bonds  before  maturity,  and  the  acceptance  of  new  ones  in  the 
stead  at  a  rate  of  interest  favorable  to  the  city.  By  this  means  such  holders  woul 
make  sure  of  retaining  their  investment,  whereas,  should  they  wait  until  their  bone 
mature,  they  would  have  to  come  in  with  other  bidders  for  the  new  refundin 
bonds,  without  any  certainty  of  securing  them. 

There  is  some  difficulty  in  locating  the  holders  of  these  bonds ;  but  of  the  $110,0(| 
falling  due  as  before  stated,  I  have  succeeded  in  locating  the  holders  of  somethin 
over  $60,000,  by  correspondence,  and  with  proper  effort  I  think  the  most  of  thei! 
can  be  reached. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  your  honorable  bodies  take  some  action»mid(i 
which  negotiations  may  be  entered  upon  looking  to  a  refunding  of  said  indebted 
ness  soonest  to  become  due,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  a  saving  to  the  city  in  tlj 
way  of  interest,  in  case  such  negotiations  prove  successful.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  received, 
and  all  of  the  second  part  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  City 
Civil  Engineer: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  Kate  H.  Koot  vs. 
The  City,  asking  judgment  for  $300.00  on  account  of  a  benefit  assessment  collected 
from  her  in  the  Second  street  opening  case,  has  been  disposed  of  in  favor  of  the  city. 
The  issues  had  been  settled  in  favor  of  the  city  prior  to  the  death  of  the  plaintiff, 
which  occurred  recently,  and  the  Executor  allowed  the  action  to  abate.  This  dis- 
poses of  the  numerous  suits  recently  brought,  growing  out  of  the  errors  made  in 
this  Second  street  opening,  except  one  by  Fletcher  &  Churchman,  for  about  $1,200, 
the  facts  in  which  are  different  from  all  the  others.  The  Special  Term  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  has  recently  made  some  rulings  in  settling  the  issues  in  that  case, 
which  I  think  practically  disposes  of  it  in  favor  of  the  city,  also. 

2.  The  Supreme  Court,  after  a  long  delay,  has  overruled  the  petition  of  the  Noble- 
Davidson  heirs  for  a  re-hearing  in  the  case  of  The  City  v*.  Kingsbury  et  al.,  ap- 
pealed from  the  Shelby  Circuit  Court.  This  was  the  suit  which  involved  the  ques- 
tion of  the  city's  rights  in  various  streets  and  alleys  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city, 
the  heirs  of  Noah  Noble  claiming  that  no  dedication  thereof  to  the  public  for  street 
purposes  has  ever  been  made.  The  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  now  finally 
entered,  settles  every  conceivable  question  that  can  be  raised,  in  favor  of  the  city; 
and,  I  presume,  puts  an  end  to  the  threatened  litigation  as  to  the  titles  and  rights 
of  the  parties  in  the  many  streets  and  alleys  in  Davidson's  Third  Addition. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  some  streets  and  alleys 
designated  on  the  plat  of  this  addition,  made  in  1868,  that  have  never  been  thrown 
open  to  the  public,  the  original  proprietors  having  kept  them  fenced  up.  I  do  not 
know  that  they  are  so  located  as  to  be  of  much  utility  to  the  public  in  any  event; 
but  lest  the  city  might  forfeit  her  rights  in  the  same  by  longer  delay  in  improving 
them  I  suggest  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  some  appropriate  committee  or  city 
officer  to  investigate  and  report. 

I  now  also  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  the  fact  that  the  city 
paid  James  L.  Mitchell  the  sum  of  $920.42  damages  growing  out  of  the  change  of 
grade  in  Highland  street,  which  change  was  made  on  the  petition  of  Henry  La- 
tham, Fred.  Knefler  and  other  residents  on  said  street,  and  leave  it  to  you  whether 
assessments  shall  now  be  made  against  said  parties,  under  Section  3,073  K.  S  ,  1881, 
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to  reimburse  the  city,  or  not.  This  question  was  referred  to  a  committee  a  yeajj 
ago,  but  action  was  postponed,  to  await  the  final  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  thl 
case  above  reported,  it  being  the  idea  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  as  I  undeil 
stood  them,  that  the  city  should  bear  the  loss,  in  case  the  street  should  be  closed  ujf 
Respectfully  submitted,  0.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  opinion  on  certain  ordi 
nances  to  him  referred;  which  was  approved,  and  the  City  Clerk  instructe< 
to  prepare  a  new  form  of  ordinances  accordingly: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen:— The  following  Special  Ordinances  were  referred  to  me  by  yourhon 
orable  body  at  your  last  meeting:  No.  74,  of  1883,  and  Nos.  47,  49,  51,  54,  55,  56| 
59  and  62,  of  1855,  for  street  improvements;  JSIo.  40,  of  1883,  and  Nos.  18  and  135 
of  1884,  and  1  and  52,  of  1885,  for  lamp  posts,  and  No.  4,  of  1885,  for  construction 
of  a  sewer,  i  understand  by  said  reference,  that  my  opinion  is  desired  as  to  th<! 
effect  certain  recent  legislation  has  had  upon  these  pending  ordinances,  and  upor 
contracts  for  such  public  improvements  generally. 

Upon  investigation,  I  find  that  but  one  act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  th< 
General  Assembly,  modifying  prior  Statutes  on  these  subjects.  It  was  approved 
April  13th,  and  applies  only  to  street  improvements.  It  will  not  be  necessary 
therefore,  to  amend  the  sewer  and  lamp-post  ordinances. 

The  act  in  question  contains  an  emergency  clause,  so  that  it  is  now,  and  has  been 
since  April  13th,  in  full  force.  It  provides  that  "all  contracts  heretofore  made  oi 
which  may  be  made  by  the  order  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Common  Council 
of  any  city  in  this  State,  for  the  grading,  paving,  guttering  and  improving  of  anj 
street  or  alley  in  such  city,  the  cost  of  such  improvement  shall  be  estimated  accord- 
ing to  the  whole  length  of  the  street  or  alley,  or  the  part  thereof  to  be  improved 
per  running  foot,"  &c.  It  then  provides,  that  in  making  the  assessment  for  the 
improvement,  the  city  shall  pay  for  public  grounds  and  street  and  alley  crossings, 
Down  to  this  point  it  is  the  same  as  the  former  Statute.  It  then  follows  with  a 
provision  that  all  unplatted  lands  abutting  on  such  improved  street,  "shall  be  asses- 
ge(j  *  *  *  back  to  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  *  *  *  and 
the  contractor  shall  have  a  lien  thereon  for  the  value  of  such  improvements;  "  and 
further,  that  "where  such  lands  are  subdivided,  the  land  lying  immediately  upon  and 
adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  improvement,  shall  be  primarily  liable  to  and  for  the 
whole  cost  of  the  improvement,  and,  should  that  prove  insufficient  to  pay  such  cost, 
then  the  second  parcel  and  other  parcels  in  their  order  to  the  rear  parcel  of  said 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  shall  be  liable  in  their  order;  and  if  the  owners  of  such 
unplatted  lands  fail  to  pay  for  such  improvements  within  sixty  days  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  same,  such  contractor  may  enforce  his  said  lien  in  the  Circuit  Court 
of  the  county  where  such  city  is  situated,"  &c.  In  these  quotations,  I  have  givenf 
the  material  parts  of  the  act.  It  does  not  in  terms  repeal  any  former  Statute ;  buti 
under  the  well  settled  rules  of  construction,  it  of  course  repeals  by  implication  such! 
portions  of  prior  acts  as  come  in  conflict  with  its  provisions. 

It  will  be  seen  by  comparison,  that  it  comes  in  direct  conflict  with  that  part  of; 
the  act  of  April  14, 1881,  known  as  the  "  lap-over"  act,  (Sec.  3,163  Rev.  Stats.  1881),! 
which  provides  the  mode  of  assessment.  In  this  particular,  therefore,  it  repeals  the[ 
act  of  1881,  but  leaves  the  latter  part  of  the  same  in  force.  It  will  be  seen,  also,; 
from  the  last  portion  of  the  new  act  quoted  above,  that  it  contains  one  feature  which  | 
is  entirely  new.  Just  why  the  Legislature  should  provide  a  different  mode  of  en- } 
forcing  payment  between  platted  and  unplatted  land,  is  not  clear.  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  provision  to  the  effect  that  if  the  owner  of  a  piece  of  uuplatted  land  along > 
which  an  improvement  is  made,  fails  to  pay  his  estimate  within  sixty  days,  the  con- : 
tractor  may  enforce  his  claim  in  the  Circuit  Court,  is  to  be  construed  as  the  con- 
tractor's  only  remedy,  although  the  word  "may,"  as  used  in  most  statutes  of  this| 
character,  means  shall.  I  think  Section  3,165  R.  S.  1881,  providing  for  preceptsin 
case  the  owner  fails  to  pay  for  twenty  days  after  allowance  of  estimate,  is  still  in  i

t  Jt  [so  likely  t ■>  get  his  pay  in  the  former  case  as  in  the  latter,  may  be  reasons  why  it 
(  Was  thought  proper  to  give  the  contractor  the  right  to  go  into  court,  where  ho  can 
i  get  a  more  substantial  lien  declared  than  is  usually  obtained  by  a  sale  on  a  precept. 
"■put  it  will  certainly  not  be  held,  I  think,  that  the  contractor  may  not  proceed  un 
{filer  the  provisions  of  the  old  law  providing  for  a  precept,  if  he  elects  to  do  so. 

The  Constitution  of  Indiana  provides  that  "no  law  impairing  the  obligation  of

Ml  The  making  of  the  contract  for  a  street  improvement  does  not  create  the  lien  on 
{  the  abutting  land.  Neither  does  the  doing  of  the  work.  It  is  the  making  or  allow- 
j!ance  of  the  estimate,  and  that  alone,  that  creates  the  lien. 

See  Langsdale  vs.  Nicklaus,  38  Ind.  289,  and  Jones  vs.  Schulmeyer,  39  id.  119. 
9  I  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  Statute  in  force  at  the  time  the  estimate  is  allowed, 
j  jmust control  as  to  the  assessment;  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  where  estimates  have 
|  jbeen  allowed  since  the  passage  of  the  act  in  question,  the  assessments  and  collec-

O    Gentlemen: — On  the  11th  day  of  November,    1881,  an  ordinance  was  passed  m-i 
vesting  the  Indianapolis  Brush  Electric  Light  and  Power  Co.,  with  the  privilege! 
of  erecting  masts  or  towers  and  posts  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  city  and  itsj 
inhabitants  with  electric  light  and  power. 

Under  this  privilege  the  company  invested  a  large  amount  of  money  in  theirji 
plant,  and  since  January,  1882,  have  been  furnishing  electric  light  to  citizens. 

June  26, 1882,  an  ordinance  was  passed  reading  thus:  "Sec.  1.  No  telegraph,  tel-j 
ephone,  or  electric  light  poles  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  maintained  on  any  pub-i 
lie  street,  etc.,  without  first  having  procured  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council! 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city." 
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Believing  we  had  the  right,  under  our  charter,  to  erect  towers,  but  to  be  sure  we 
< were  only  doing  what  we  had  the  right,  we  submitted  the  question  to  the  law  firm 
|)  of  McDonald,  Butler  &  Mason,  who  gave  the  opinion  we  had,  beyond  all  doubt, 
j  the  right  to  erect  electric  light  towers,  and  a  short  time  ago  made  a  contract  with 
I  the  Detroit  Iron  Tower  (Jo.  to  erect  several  iron  towers,  in  order  to  give  your  hon- 
)  orable  bodies  an  oportunity,  without  expense  to  the  city,  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility 
:  of  the  electric  light  as  reserved  in  the  contract  with  the  Gas  Company.  These 
j,  towers  to  be  erected  one  on  the  Circle  and  one  at  the  inner  terminus  of  the  four 
\  avenues  ;  and  last  week  the  employes  of  the  Tower  Company  were  at  work  on  the 
|  foundations  for  the  towers,  and  were  arrested  by  the  city  authorities,  charged  with 
[erecting  electric  light  pole  without  your  consent;  and  the  cases  were  heard  in 
j  the  City  Court,  Saturday,  but  not  decided,  and  yet  under  advisement. 

We  had  not  obtained  your  special  consent  to  put  up  poles  at  these  locations,  but 
[  relying  confidently  upon  the  fact  that  the  high  iron  structure  we  were  erecting 
|  were  towers  for  which  we  had  a  charter  right.  One  of  these  structures  is  now  up 
!  in  the  Circle.  It  is  patented  as  a  tower,  and  not  as  a  pole  ;  described  in  the  man- 
i  ufacturers'  circulars  as  a  tower,  not  as  a  pole  ;  and  by  every  one  engaged  in  erect- 
[  ing  them  as  a  tower,  and  not  a  pole.  Our  contract  is  for  towers,  and  not  for  poles. 
t;  The  State  law  on  the  subject  of  electric  lighting  (see  page  73  of  your  Ordinance 
t  Book),  employs  the  words  poles,  posts,  masts,  or  skeleton  towers.  In  our  ordi- 
i  nance  the  words  masts  or  towers,  and  posts  are  used;  and  in  the  restricting  ordi- 
I  nance  of  June,  1882,  only  the  word  pole  is  used,  and  then  using  it  in  connection 
.1  with  "  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  light  pole ;"  showing  still  more  clearly 
■  what  was  meant,  and  it  can  not  be  reasonably  construed  that  the  use  of  the  word 

pole  would  include  all  the  others,  but  by  all  rules  of  legal  construction  would  pos- 
j  itively  exclude  them.  The  question  is,  is  a  tower  and  a  pole  same  thing  ;  and  is 
[  the  iron  structure  in  the  Circle,  150  feet  high,  a  pole  or  a  tower  ?  Dictionaries 
l!  and  electric  lighting  language,  all  define  them  as  something  entirely  different. 

These  towers  are  here  and  the  foundations  in,  and  the  builders'  men  from  De- 
;  troit  are  here  idle  on  expense,  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  question.  We  had  pro- 
!  ceeded  thus  far  (when  the  men  were  arrested)  acting  under  the  belief  that  we  had 
j  the  right,  and  also  assuming  that  at  our  expense  you  would  be  phased  to  test  the 
I  utility  of  the  electric  light ;  but  as  delays  and  annoyances  may  occur  in  waiting 
!  the  decision  of  the  courts,  and  as  we  desire  to  proceed  to  erect  towers  and  poles, 
j  with  a  view  to  lighting  the  entire  city,  not  only  for   private   lighting  but  for  the 

public  city  lighting,  on  the  most   approved   system  of  electric   illumination;  and 

would  therefore  respectfully  ask  your  consent  to  proceed  under  the  terms  of  the 
:  j  original  ordinance,  and  after  lights  have  been  placed,  and  you  have  had  an  oppor- 
i    tunity  to  decide  upon  their  merits,  we  will  propose  a  price  for  their  maintainance, 

|  which,  of  course,  you  will  be  at  perfect  liberty  to  accept  or  reject.

Gentlemen: — In  consequence  of  numerous  complaints  having  been  filed  in  our  of-! 
fice  by  citizens  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Kay  street  sewer,  and  of  a  petition! 
hereunto  attached,  we  have  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  premises,  and  herewith) 
report  the  same  to  you  for  your  consideration. 

We  find  that  there  are  two  branch  sewers,  running  from  Schmidt's  and  Lieber's 
.  breweries,  and  connect  with  the  Kay  street  sewer,  which  empties  into  Pogue's  Runj 
at  the  intersection  with  Kay  street,  and  deposits  therein  all  of  the  offal  of  said  brew-i 
eries.  Owing  to  the  grade  of  the  Run,  it  stands  there  in  a  pool,  over  a  foot  in§ 
depth,  in  the  bed  of  the  creek.  The  creek,  north  of  the  terminus  of  the  Kay  street? 
sewer,  is  perfectly  dry,  with  no  flow  of  water  to  carry  off  the  offensive  deposits. 
The  termination  of  the  sewer  at  that  point,  we  regard  as  a  gross  violation  of  all 
sanitary  laws,  and  recommend  that  you  take  some  immediate  action  in  the  matter.

|  In  regard  to  the  Mayor's  recommendation  as  to  refunding  at  low  rates  of  inter- 
fterest  $155,000  that  matures  in  1889-'90,  would  say  that  we  think  the  effort  should 
Ibe  made.  We  would  recommend  that  the  Mayor  further  correspond  with  the

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Property,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communications  and  propositions  of  the  Indianapolis  Fertilizer  Company  and  Lu- 
ther Mehring,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  have  made  a  personal 
inspection  of  the  Sellers  Farm.  We  find  that  the  city  purchased  the  Farm  April 
11th,  1873,  of  Amos  Sellers,  for  $55,875.00,  and  the  deed  as  recorded  in  Land  Re- 
cord W.  W.,  page  469,  calls  for  223 J  acres.  No  steps  have  ever  been  taken  to  as- 
certain the  exact  boundaries  of  the  Farm.  The  eastern  boundary  is  White  River, 
which  boundary  is  continually  moving  west,  by  reason  of  the  River  encroaching 
on  the  western  bank,  and  undermining  the  bluff,  and  there  depositing  the  earth  on 
the  eastern  bank.  Eagle  Creek  flows  into  White  River  from  the  west,  striking  the 
River  about  one-half  mile  south  from  the  north  line  of  the  Farm. 

The  Fertilizer  Company  has  heretofore  protected  the  Farm  from  overflow  by  the 
construction  of  levees,  break- waters,  and  sinking  of  brush  matresses,  at  its  own  ex 
pense,  and  never  been  refunded  by  the  city.  These  protections  have,  by  the  ravages| 
of  the  floods,  to  a  great  extent  been  removed.  That  they  should  be  replaced,  is  an| 
imperative  necessity,  unless  the  city  desires  to  abandon  the  Farm  to  the  mercyj 
of  the  waters. 

That  the  boundaries  should  be  ascertained,  is  also  necessary,  as  timber  thieves! 
commit  their  depredations  without  fear  of  molestation  ;  and  your  committee  is  also! 
of  the  opinion  that  some  of  the  city's  land  is  in  possession  of  the  adjoining  land 
owner. 

We  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  improvements  would  cost  the 
city  from  $1,200.00  to  $1,660.00,  in  graveling  the  roadways,  building  levees,  break-| 
waters,  and  sinking  matresses. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Fertilizer  Company  has  paid  the  city  $1,000.00  rent 
since  March  1st,  1883,  and  received  no  recompense  for  money  expended  as  afore- 
said, and  the  statements  herein  contained,  your  committee  recommend,  1st,  That 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  ascertain,  by  survey,  the  boundaries  of  the  Farm,  and  set 
the  proper  corner  stones.     2d,   That  the  Farm  be  leased  to  the  said  company  for  f 
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the  term  of  four  (4)  years  from  March  1st,  1883,  at  $500.00  per  year,  payable  March 
1st  and  September  1st.  3d,  That  said  company  be  authorized  to  make  the  con- 
templated improvements,  and  in  consideration  there  >f,  all  financial  accounts  still 
unsettled  between  the  company  and  city,  be  settled  up  to  May  1st,  1885;  and  that 
on  the  City  Civil  Engineer's  report  of  the  work  being  done,  the  city  allow  $100.00 
additional  out  of  the  rent  beginning  May  1st,  1885.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  City  Directors  of  the  Belt  Railroad  and  Stock 
jfard  Company,  as  required  by  action  of  your  honorable  body  at  the  last  meeting, 
lave  examined  into  the  matters  referred  to,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
jeport : 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  $1,000,000.  The  bonded  debt  of  the  company 
js  $1,000,000.  Of  this  amount  $500,000  is  due  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  is- 
ecured  by  a  first  mortgage  on  all  the  company's  property — a  copy  of  which  may 
*>e  found  in  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  year  1877-8,  page  490. 
Che  other  $500,000  of  mortgage  bond?  were  issued  April  30,  1881,  payable  to  a 
rustee,  and  were  negotiated  through  the  banking  house  of  W.  H.  Newbold's  Son 
z,  Co.,  Philadelphia.  These  bonds  run  thirty  years  from  date  of  issuance,  and  bear 
ix  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually.  The  declared  purpose  of  this  loan 
vas  to  raise  money  "with  which  to  extend,  complete  and  improve  the  road  of  the 
iompany  and  its  facilities,"  as  shown  by  the  resolutions  of  the  stockholders  and 
ftoard  of  Directors,  adopted  prior  to  its  negotiation,  copies  of  which  are  set  out  in 
lie  mortgage  securing  the  bonds,  the  same  being  of  record  in  the  Recorder's  office 
f  Marion  County,  in  Mortgage  Record  No.  Ill,  page  293.  The  greater  portion,  if

stract  here,  but  we  hand  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Clerk  with  this  report,  for  the  inspec-[ 
tion  of  your  honorable  body,  directing  your  special  attention  to  the  second,  fifth! 

From  these  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rental  and  earn-' 
ings  of  the  Belt  Company  will  enable  it  to  promptly  meet  the  interest  on  the  city's* 
bonds  as  they  mature.  The  Auditor  of  the  company  informs  us  that  the  income  ofj 
the  company  under  this  lease,  including  the  earnings  of  the  Stock  Yard,  will  payj 
reasonable  dividends  to  the  stockholders  in  addition  ;  and  we  think  this  is  true. 
We  shall  do  what  we  can  to  induce  the  Directors  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  with, 
which  to  meet  a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  city's  bonds  when  the  principal  falls  due.s, 
As  to  our  success  in  this,  we  make  no  predictions. 

In  the  extension  of  the  company's  road  from  the  Bee  Line  to  the  Wabash  tracks.) 
the  city  has  acquired  additional  security  on  her  bonds,  as  her  mortgage  covers  alii, 
additions  to  the  company's  road  or  property.  This  addition  has  also  increased  the! 
Belt  Company's  rental  from  the  Union  Company,  which  is  evidenced  by  a  supple-1, 
mental  lease  recently  executed.

The  Hospital  Board,  through  Councilman  Newcomb,  submitted  the 
following  report: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  question  of  steam  heal  foi 
the  City  Hospital.  The  buildings  are  now  completed  and  there  is  no  method  by[ 
which  the  wards  and  halls  can  be  heated  sufficiently  to  prevent  suffering  by  the 
patients. 

The  only  heating  apparatus  now  available  consists  of  the  grates  and  some  sofi 
and  hard  coal  stoves.  During  last  winter  they  were  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
comfortable  heating  of  the  building,  and  during  the  extreme  cold  weather  it  wasl 
almost  impossible  to  prevent  suffering.  As  you  are  aware  the  quantity  of  coall 
consumed  is  largely  in  excess  of  that  which  would  be  necessary  for  heating  the! 
building  if  done  by  steam.  The  coal  bills  from  October  1,  1884,  to  March  31 1 
1885,  amounted  to  twelve  hundred  and  fourteen  (1,214)  dollars,  being  an  averagtf 
of  two  hundred  and  two  dollars  ($202.33)  for  the  six  months  in  which  the  chief  ne- 
cessity exists  for  using  coal. 

As  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  introducing  steam  heat  before  another  winteil 
there  can  be  no  question.  In  view  of  this  recognized  necessity  the  finance  comi 
mittee  has  included  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  in  their  estimates  o:| 
the  expense  of  the  current  year. 

To  all  meetings  of  the  Hospital  Board  and  Aldermanic  Hospital  Committed 
thus  far  held  to  consider  the  question  of  steam  heating  every  member  of  the  Coun 
cil  and  Board  of  Aldermen  has  been  given  a  personal  written  invitation.  Th(j 
action  thus  far  taken  has  resulted  in  our  advertising  for  bids  to  be  received  until 
August  12,  4  p.  m.  The  advertisement  states  that  we  reserve  the  right  to  rejec! 
any  or  all  bids,  and  that  any  bid  accepted  is  done  so  conditioned  upon  the  approval 
of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

"We  have  learned  since  advertising  that  ii  is  desired  that  we  should  first  obtain 
official  permission  to  proceed  in  this  matter  from  your  honorable  bodies,  and  thai 
is  the  purpose  of  this  communication.  We  deemed  a  personal  invitation  to  eacl:| 
member  to  be  present  at  meetings  called  to  consider  this  subject  sufficient  befonf 
this  matter  should  formally  come  before  you  for  approval  or  disapproval  of  th( 
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tract.     But  in  compliance  with  your  wishes  we  respectfully  and  earnestly  re- 
st your  approval  of  the  action  we  have  thus  far  taken.

Your  committee,  hearing  the  report  that  the  Telephone  Company,  since  theccfcj 
promise,  had  advanced  rates  outside  of  a  mile  circuit  from  Exchange  building,  |. 
quested  the  Superintendent  of  the  company  to  furnish  your  committee  a  writB 
statement  of  their  doings  in  this  regard,  a*  appeared  by  their  books.  Mr.  Hoclll 
furnished  your  committee  with  the  following  report  upon  this  subject,  which  n 
submit  herewith  for  your  information.  "We  recommend  no  action  be  at  this  tijii 
taken  upon  the  ordinance  referred  to  us.

Gentlemen; — The  undersigned,  member  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  yoijp 
examine  the  merits  of  the  Telephone  repealing  ordinance,  desire  to  state  that  unj 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  of  this  city  comply  with  the  spirit  I 
demand  of  the  accompanying  resolution,  that  said  ordinance  pass. 

We  make  this  recommendation  after  giving  the  matter  considerable  thougjji 
1st,  Because  we  believe  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  should  be  c<J-j 
pelled  to  obey  the  law,  as  far  as  it  lies  in  our  power  to  make  them  do  so;  2d, 
our  judgment  they  have  secured  an  advantage  over  our  citizens  which  we  shod 
not  countenance,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  so-called  compromise  is  a  contra 
which  gives  the  citizens  nothing,  and  secures  for  the  Telephone  Company  mfej 
than  they  claimed  in  their  wildest  moments ;  3d,  Because  such  contract  is  an  agi|fl 
ment  between  two  parties  to  violate  the  law. 

For  these  reasons  we  ask  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted:

Your  committee  has  given  the  matter  in  hand  very  careful  consideration.  We 
lave  examined  the  various  resolutions  and  ordinances  relating  to  the  matter.  We 
nave  also  examined  Messrs  Dean,  Weaver  and  Tucker,  of  the  old  City  Hall  Com- 
mission. We  have  also  examined  Messrs.  Ketcham  and  Fink,  architects  of  our 
2ity,  and  Mr.  Stem,  and  we  find  that  the  Council  and  Board  did,  on  the  28h  day 

>f  November,  1881,  pass  resolutions  authorizing  the  City  Hall  Commissioners  to 

dvertise  for  plans  and  drawings  for  a  city  hall  and  market  place,  offering  a  pre- 
mium of  four  hundred  dollars  to  the  person  or  persons  furnishing  the  best,  two 

undred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  second,  and  one  hundred  and  fiftv  dollars  to  the 
third.  The  Messrs.  Stems  entered  into  this  competition,  and  the'fir-t  premium  was 
awarded  to  them.  The  Market  House  Commissioners  then  decided  to  adopt  the 
Stem  plans,  and  so  reported  to  the  Council  and  Board.  The  Council  and  Board 
passed  an  ordinance  directing  the  Commissioners  to  build  a  city  hall  and  market 
bouse  according  to  the  Stem  plans,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  employing  the  Messrs.  Stems  as  architects  and  supervisors  thereof 
at  three  (3)  per  cent,  on  the  costs  of  such  bui.ding,  such  employment  being  made 
on  the  part  of  the  city  by  the  Market  House  Commissioners. 

It  was  afterwards  decided  by  said  City  Hall  and  Market  House  Commissioners 
that  the  market  house  feature  ought  to  be  omitted  from  said  building,  which  was 
recommended  to  the  Council  and  Board,  and  by  said  bodies  accepted,  and  to  this 
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end  a  new  ordinance  was  drafted,  and  passed  the  Council  and  Board,  and  by  saf  i 
bodies  accepted,  arid  to  this  end  a  new  ordinance  was  drafted  and  passed  the  Cou] 
cil  and  Board,  and  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Board. 

This  new  ordinance  provided  for  the  erection  of  a  city  hall  at  an  estimated  cell 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  employed  the  Messrs.  Ste  i 
as  the  supervising  architects,  at  three  (3)  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  such  building,  lei 
the  amount  theretofore  paid  them  by  the  city  for  work  on  the  city  hall  and  ma|  i 
ket  house  as  premium  or  otherwise.  This  work  necessitated  a  double  set  of  plaiji  ' 
on  the  part  of  the  Messrs.  Stems,  which  they  have  prepared.  The  city  was  e| 
joined  from  the  erection  of  such  building,  and  now  the  question  is,  how  mu(| 
ought  the  Messrs.  Stems  to  receive  for  the  work  thus  performed?  From  the  eul 
dence  before  your  committee  the  sum  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  was  very  low.  Bill 
Mr.  Stem  says  he  desired  the  job  for  its  advertisement  and  prestige,  and  for  thJN 
reason  agreed  to  do  the  work  at  the  low  sum  of  three  (3)  per  cent.  Kecently  till 
city  again  commenced  the  building  of  a  city  hall  and  market  house  and  did  nlj 
award  to  the  Messrs.  Stems  the  contract  as  supervising  architects.  In  view  of  sj-i 
the  facts,  we  have  very  serious  doubts  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Messrs.  Stems  hau  ; 
not  been  injured  by  this  action  of  the  ciry.  As  to  just  what  basis  of  settlement 
ought  to  be  agreed  upon,  your  committee  is  at  a  loss  to  determine.  But  we  are  1 1 
the  opinion  that  a  settlement  on  the  basis  of  two  and  one-tenth  (2  1-10)  per  cerl ' 
on  the  estimated  cost  of  the  building  enjoined  would  be  perfectly  safe,  and  at  leal 
a  settlement  as  favorable  as  that  is  due  the  Messrs.  Stems.  This  would  then  figull

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  ordinance  making  a  general  tax  levy  for  the 
year  1885,  together  with  the  motion  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  city  can 
legally  set  aside  a  part  of  the  revenue  raised  by  taxation  for  sinking  fund  purposes, 
or  not. 

The  Act  of  February  21,  1885,  known  as  the  "Winter  Bill,"  limits  the  taxing 
powers  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  in  this  city,  to  ninety  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars  in  value  of  taxable  property.  The  same  section  of  the  Statute  re- 
peals all  former  laws  requiring  a  tax  to  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  provides  that 

any  moneys  on  hand  belonging  to  such  sinking  fund,  may  be  appropriated  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  to  general  city  purposes."  (See  Section 
9,  page  17,  of  Acts  of  1885.) 

The  ordinance  under  consideration  does  not  attempt  to  levy  exceeding  ninety 
cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  property.  Out  of  the  amount  levied,  it  seeks  to  set 
apart  a  certain  portion  of  the  revenue  to  be  raised  thereby,  "  as  a  sinking  fund,  to 
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be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  city's  indebtedness."  I 
see  no  reason  why  this  can  not  legally  be  done,  and  why  it  is  not  a  very  proper 
thing  to  do.  The  Statute  certainly  does  not  in  terms  prohibit  it;  and  3  do  not  be- 
lieve that  any  reasonable  construction  can  be  placed  upon  the  language  above 
quoted,  which  will  have  the  effect  to  prevent  the  city  from  making  provision  in  ad- 
vance in  this  way  for  the  liquidation  of  her  just  debts.

enforce  her  mortgage,  have  not  been  in  any  way  impaired,  or  her  security  lessened 
by  the  execution  of  the  mortgage  to  Conrad  Baker,  Trustee,  on  April  30,  1881,  re- 
ferred to  in  the  report  under  consideration.  On  the  contrary,  it  would  seem  that  the 
city  will  be  more  likely  to  get  her  claim  without  resort  to  legal  proceedings,  than 
she  would  if  this  subsequent  indebtedness  had  not  been  contracted  by  the  company;;, 
for  the  parties  holding  these  last  bonds  will  hardly  allow  their  entire  security  to  be 
swept  away  by  foreclosure  of  the  city's  mortgage.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  appointed  to  make  inquiry  into  the  truth  of  the 
charges  made  by  and  against  Mr.  Dowling,  respectfully  submit  the  following  reports 

Your  Committee  have  been  guided  throughout  their  investigation,  by  the  motion 
in  pursuance  of  which  they  were  appointed.     Said  motion  is  as  follows: 

u  Whereas,  It  has  been  reported  and  stated  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  this  city 
that  a  member  of  this  body  has  openly  and  publicly  stated  that  he  bribed  certain 
members  of  a  former  Council  to  vote  for  a  particular  measure ;  now,  therefore,  it- 
is  hereby 

Moved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  make  inquiry  into  such  matter 
and  report  as  to  the  truth  of  such  charges  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Council." 

Believing  that  they  have  no  power  or  authority  except  such  as  is  given  them* 
under  the  above  motion,  your  committee  have  endeavored  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation and  inquiry  into  the  matters  therein  specified,  but  have  not  prepared 
any  charges,  nor  made  any  recommendations  on  the  subject,  for  the  reason  that- 
they  do  not  deem  it  in  their  province  so  to  do. 

Subpoenas  were  issued  for  all  persons  supposed  to  know  anything  about  the  mat- 
ter, and  a  number  of  witnesses  were  examined  under  oath.  Mr.  W.  H.  Tucker- 
testified  that  Mr.  Dowling,  on  Sunday,  August  2d,  1885,  in  front  of  the  Post  Oflicep 
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in  this  city,  made  statements  regarding  the  bribery  of  ex-members  of  the  Council 
substantially  the  same  as  those  published  in  the  Times,  and  set  forth  in  the  secon< 
question  put  to  Mr.  Dowling,  which  is  hereinafter  inserted. 

Messrs.  Yoke,  Egger,  Brundage,  Mauer,  Cole,  Morrison  and  Caylor,  ex-member 
of  the  Ct  uncil,  were  then  examined  under  oath,  and  each  and  all  testified  that  the} 
had  never  received  money  or  favors  by  way  of  a  bribe  from  Mr.  Dowling,  Col 
Johnson,  or  any  person  as  agent  or  on  behalf  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Com 
pany.  JNo  other  evidence  being  obtainable,  the  following  questions  were  put  tc 
Mr.  Dowling: 

Question  No  1 — Did  you,  on  Saturday,  August  1,  1885,  or  at  any  time  prior  there 
i;o,  have  any  conversation  with  a  representative  of  the  Indianapolis  Times,  in  which 
conversation  you  made  use  of  the  following  language:  "I  should  like  to  know  who  the 
Times  refers  to  as  the  Street  Car  Company's  pensioner  in  the  City  Council.  I  demand 
to  know,  and  I  will  know.  I  know  who  it  meant.  The  allusion  was  made  to  me. 
"Whoever  says  that  I  am  a  pensioner  of  the  Street  Car  Company,  or  have  ever  been 

is  a liar.     The  Times  shall  publish  the  name.     If  it  does  not,  I  intend  to 

offer  a  resolution  on  Monday  night  to  exclude  all  the  reporters  of  that  paper  from 
Council,  and  also  pay  my  respects  to  the  confounded  sheet.  It  doesn't  make  any 
difference  whether  a  single  member  except  myself  votes  for  the  resolution  or  not,  it 
will  give  me  a  chance  to  get  even.  1  never  accepted  a  dollar  from  the  Street  Car 
Company.  I  could  have  had  my  expenses  paid  during  the  last  local  campaign,  but 
I  did  not  take  a  penny.  My  hands  are  clean,  and  I  can  prove  it  by  the  books  of  a 
prominent  bank.  I  do  not  deny  that  I  made  the  race  for  Council  as  a  friend  of  the 
Street  Car  Company,  but  I  am  nobody's  pensioner.  I'll  tell  you  what  I  did,  though. 
I  bought  some  of  the  me  nbers  and  I  don't  care  who  knows  it.  They  were  Repub- 
licans, every  mother's  son  of  them.  We  didn't  have  to  buy  Democrats,  for  they 
were  all  right  at  the  start  You  must  understand  that  I  am  referring  to  the  mem 
l>ers  of  the  old  Council.  If  you  want  something  to  put  in  your  paper,  just  say  that 
I  bought  Republicans.  I  don't  care  who  knows  it,  but  I'll  bet  you  won't  dare  to  pub 
lish  it.     I  bribed  them.     I  purchased  their  votes,  and  1  don't  care  who  knows  it." 

Question  No.  2 — Did  you,  on  Surday,  August  2,  1885,  near  the  Post  Office, in  this 
city,  have  a  conversation  with  or  in  the  presence  of  William  H.  Tucker,  Marcus 
L.  Brown,  William  H.  Morrison,  and  others,  and  in  which  conversation,  the  same 
having  reference  to  the  matter  embraced  in  the  first  question  above  propounded, 
•say  in  words  or  substance  as  follows:  "I  know  what  I  am  talking  about.  I'm  no 
fool.  You  may  depend  upon  it  that  if  I  had  not  the  proof,  I  would  say  nothing. 
But  I  have  the  documents  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  Councilmen,  which  conclu- 
sively prove  what  I  have  charged.  I  have  been  watching  for  this  opportunity  for 
years.  It  came  a  little  sooner  than  I  expected,  but  I'll  improve  it  just  the  same. 
I  want  to  show  tho^e  fellows  in  their  true  light.  I  bought  them,  and  I  bought 
them  cheap,  and  I  can  prove  it.  I  have  abundant  proof  in  black  and  white  Don't 
fear  that  I  haven't  gone  into  this  matter  with  my  eyes  open.  I  wan't  to  go  before 
the  g^and  jury.  I  wan't  to  show  them  the  papers  and  letters  I  have.  I  am  just  as 
anxious  for  an  investigation  as  the  Times." 

Question  No.  3  — Were  the  statements  made  by  you,  and  included  in  question 
No   1,  true  or  false? 

Question  No.  4 — Were  the  statements  made  by  you,  and  included  in  question 
No.  2,  true  or  false? 

Mr.  Dowling,  through  his  attorneys,  Messrs.  Cropsey  and  Everett,  then  submit- 
ted the  following  so-called  answers,  in  writing: 

To  the  Honorable  Special  Committe  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  of  Indi- 
anapolis, on  motion  of  the  Honorable  John  R  Pearson,  to  inquire  into  certain  ru- 
mors concerning  James  T.  Dowling,  a  member  of  said  body,  now  makes  reply  to 
the  questions  to  him  propounded,  through  his  attorneys,  J.  M.  Cropsey  and  Harmon 
J.  Everett,  admitted  through  the  courtesy  of  said  committee,  and  says:  That  he 
used  language  in  substance  similar  with  that  stated  by  the  informant;  but  thai  the 
interpretation  of  said  language  soused  was  violent  to  the  intent  and  meaning 
thereof.  That  said  language  was  provoked  by  persistent  personal  assaults  upon 
said  member  through  a  newspaper  of  wide  circulation.  That  said  assaults  were  of 
the  most  provoking  character  and  totally  unwarranted;  that  by  systematic  attacks 
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of  the  said  newspaper  he  was  so  angered  that  he  responded  with  wrath  and  incon- 
•sideration,  and  the  words  used  by  him  were  hasty  and  unthoughted.  The  language 
used  was  improper  and  unparliamentary  to  his  brother  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  1882  and  1883,  and  as  to  tbem  he  regrets  having  used  the  same.  Whatever 
conversation  w*s  had  on  said  subject  was  outside  of  and  foreign  to  any  member  of 
the  now  City  Council.  It  was  not  in  the  Council  Chamber  or  during  its  session, 
but  street  talk  only.  No  contempt,  slight  or  indignation  was  thereby  intended  to 
be  cast  on  the  Council  of  which  this  committee  is  a  representative,  or  any  member 
thereof. 

With  full  faith  in  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  the  Council  and  committee,  re- 
spondent submits: 

1.  That  the  charges  were  taken  cognizance  of  by  reason  of  a  hasty  charge  of 
a  newspaper  personally  the  respondent's  enemy. 

2.  That  with  deference  to  the  members  of  the  Council  on  this  committee,  and 
the  members  thereof,  this  committee  has  not  been  legally  organized  by  any  ordi- 
nance requiring  such  inquiry.  That  is  to  say,  that  specific  charges,  in  writing, 
have  not  been  preferred  against  this  respondent  by  any  citizen  under  oath,  nor  by 
any  member  of  the  City  Council  in  his  official  capacity  as  such;  nor  have  any  spe- 
cific charges  in  writing  or  otherwise  b«-en  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  of  said 
<Jouncil,  as  by  its  own  ordinance  required. 

That  this  committee  has  no  authority  to  require  a  party  or  witness  to  answer  or 
respond  under  oath;  hence,  this  respondent,  as  by  your  committee  requested,  fully 
answers  herein,  and  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  said  Council.

Your  committee,  not  being  satisfied  with  such  answers,  requested  Mr.  Dowling 
to  answer  specifically  questions  3  and  4,  but  on  objection  being  made  to  their  form, 
the  following  questions  were  substituted: 

Question  3.  Did  you,  during  the  years  1882  or  1883,  bribe  any  member  of  said 
•Council  in  any  way  to  cast  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co  ? 

Question  4.  Do  you  know  of  Col.  Johnson,  or  Tom  Johr.son,  or  any  agent  of 
said  Street  Railway  Co.,  having  bribed  any  member  of  the  Common  Council  during 
the  years  of  1882  or  1883,  to  cast  a  vote  in  favor  of  said  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company  ? 

These  questions  Mr.  Dowling  refused  to  answer,  making  the  following  statement 
in  writing: 

"James  T.  Dowling  says:     That  in  his  best  and  honest  judgment  he  has  fully 
'  and  truly  answered  to  all  the  matters  of  which  this  committee  has  authority  to  in- 
quire, and  he  respectfully  asks  to  be  excused  from  further  response  in  this  behalf.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  Mr.  Dowling  admits  having  made  the  state- 
meRts  with  which  he  stands  charged  in  the  newspapers;  but  refuses  to  answer 
•  as  to  whether  such  charges  made  by  him  were  with  or  without  foundation. 
Their  truth  is  denied  by  all  the  parties  that  could  have  been  included  in  such  char- 
ges, except  one,  who  did  not  appear  before  this  committee,  and  Mr.  Dowling  ad- 
mitted that  such  party  would  also  deny  the  charges. 

Your  committee  have  made  a  full  report  of  the  matters  investigated  by  them, 
stating  facts  rather  than  conclusions,  that  the  Council  may  take  such  further  action 
thereon  as  it  may  see  fit. 

And  your  committee,  having  completed  their  labor,  now  ask  to  be  discharged.

old  and  infirm  people  otherwise  would  be  a  charge  to  the  city,  and  would  have  t} 
be  sent  to  the  Poor  Farm.  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  water  to  do  their  washingj 
and  keep  them  in  a  cleanly  condition  This  refuse  water  they  have  been  compel! 
led  to  run  into  the  gutter  on  East  street,  and  hence  the  complaint  from  neighbors! 
The  Sisters  have  dug  a  number  of  large  and  deep  sinks  in  their  yard,  in  order  tJ 
avoid  letting  the  water  run  into  the  streets,  but  of  no  avail ;  the  sinks  rapidly  fill 
up.  We  can  see  no  possible  way  to  remedy  this  evil,  except  to  connect  them  witl;

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Sewers  and  Drainage,  together  with  the  Oil 
Civil  Engineer,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  pertaining  to  the  extension 
the  Ray  street  sewer  from  Pogue's  Run  to  the  river,  submit  the  following  as  the 

^report : 

We  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  condition  of  Pogue's  Run,  as  caus( 
by  the  dispositing  of  the  sewage  from  the  Ray  street  sewer,  and  agree  with  tl 
petitioners  asking  for  relief,  in  the  fact  that  in  dry  weather  the  stench  arisir 
from  the  impurities  in  said  run  is  very  injurious  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  tl 
residents  of  that  part  of  the  city.  We  further  find,  upon  investigation,  that  til 
matter  complained  of  only  exists  at  times  when  there  is  no  water  in  said  Ruj 
Further,  we  find  that  during  a  greater  portion  of  the  summer,  and  particularly  | 
the  time  of  the  greatest  complaint,  that  on  account  of  the  several  bridge  abutment 
being  built  along  the  run,  that  there  was  absolutely  no  water  in  said  run,  that  tlj 
whole  of  it  was  turned  into  the  Washington  street  sewer  at  Noble  street,  and  J 
there  was  not  sufficient  water  discharged  into  the  run  by  the  Ray  street  sewer,  tl[ 
foul  matter  was  permitted  to  become  a  nuisance. 

We  find  by  the  survey  made  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  that  the  extension  I 
the  Ray  street  sewer  to  White  River,  would  be  impracticable,  we  were  therefoi 

inclined  to  the  opinion  that  to  construct  a  branch  from  the  present  terminus  of  til 
Ray  street  sewer  to  the  river,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  dry  weather  flow 
was  the  proper  thing  to  do,  until  by  the  survey  of  the  engineer  we  learn  that  | 
would  involve  excavating  to  the  depth  of  twenty-five  feet,  and  lor  nearly  nil! 
hundred  feet  to  a  depth  of  twenty  feet. 

After  learning  these  facts  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  branch  could  only  11 

-of  benefit  during  extreme  dry  weather,  that  the  benefits  derived  would  not  coe| 
pensate  for  the  large  amount  of  money  expended. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  afford  relief  to  the  immediate  vicinity  as  well  | 
to  benefit  all  the  property  along  Pogue's  Run  subject  to  overflow,  that  Poguc| 
Run  should  be  straightened  by  cutting  a  new  channel  from  the  bend  just  north  I 
Catherine  street,  and  empty  into  the  river  at  the  foot  of  McCarty  street,  this  ne|< 

^channel  could  be  walled  up,  and,  if  necessary,  arched  over,  and  the  run  for  a  sho 
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istance  thus  be  ma  le  a  large  sewer.  The  distance  from  the  proposed  cut-off  would 
e  but  one-fourth  of  a  mile,  whereas  the  distance  by  the  present  channel  to  the 
iver  from  the  same  point,  is  one  and  one  quarter  miles. 
Pogue's  Eun  south  of  Catherine  street  could  then  be  filled  up,  and  property 
trough  which  it  now  runs  would  be  reclaimed.  The  Ray  street  sewer  could  then 
e  extended  to  the  river,  and  the  nuisance  complained  of,  as  well  as  the  floods, 
pould  be  permanently  abated.  For  the  reasons  above  given  we  are  of  the  opinion 
hat  no  temporary  expedient  should  be  resorted  to,  and  as  it  is  found  practicable 
he  city  should  consider  the  advisability  of  making  the  change  above  referred  to.

Dowling,  did  bribe,  corrupt  and  buy,  certain  members  of  the  Common  Council  o 
said  city  for  the  years  1882  and  188^,  by  paying  them  money,  and  giving  then 
other  things  of  value,  to  vote  for  certain  measures  and  against  certain  other  meas 
ures  then  pending  in  and  before  said  Council,  and  did  then  and  there  further  stat 
that  he  had  proof  thereof  in  writing  that  all  such  statements  were  true,  whereas  al 
of  such  statements  were  untrue  and  false. 

"Wherefore  they  ask  that  said  Dowling  be  expelled.

Comes  now  James  T.  Dowling,  by  his  attorneys,  James  M.  Cropsey  and  H.  « 
Everett,  and  enters  herein  a  special  appearance  to  the  said  charges,  for  the  pu' 
pose  of  making  this  hi3  special  plea  to  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Common  Counci 
and  in  abatement  ot  this  proceeding,  and  not  otherwise,  and  says: 

That  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1885,  he  filed  his  swor| 
petition  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  praying  an  injunctio 
against  this  honorable  body  to  restrain  and  enjoin  it  from  proceeding  further  again; 
him  on  the  charges  preferred;  that  a  temporary  restraining  order  was  granted  hii 
therein,  and  the  same  served  on  this  body  at  the  opening  of  its  session  on  the  evei 
ing  of  said  7th  day  of  September;  That  a  permanent  injunction  was  afterwards  I 
the  court  refused,  and  this  petitioner  filed  his  bill  of  exceptions,  which  was  sign* 
and  sealed  by  the  court,  praying  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana,  whic 
was  by  said  Circuit  Court  granted,  and  he  filed  his  bond,  duly  approved  by  tl 
court,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  ($200.00;  dollars,  for  the  taithiul  prosecutic 
of  said  appeal ;  that  he  ordered  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  said  Circuit  Cou 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  which  is  now  being  prepared;  That  said  ctuse  is  at  this  tin 
pending  and  undetermined  in  the  Supreme  Court;  That  said  case  was  brought  ar| 
is  prosecuted  in  good  faith,  and  the  cause  of  action  stated  in  said  petition  is  tnl 
and  meritorious,  and  that  the  petitioner  will  be  fully  able  to  establish  the  same. 

With  due  deference  to  the  sincerity  and  honest  motives  of  this  honorable  bod 
he  says  that  this  Common  Council  has  no  jurisdiction  either  of  his  person  or  tl 
subject-matter  of  the  charges  herein,  in  this  behalf,  for  the  following  reasons,  tow 
First — With  stating  a  fact  outside  of  and  away  from  this  Council  Chamber,  co 
cerning  certain  citizens,  not  members  of  this  Council,  with  certain  offences  agair 
the  laws  of  this  State;  and  said  charges  show  that  at  the  time  an-i  place  name 
this  petitioner  was  not  acting,  or  attempting  to  act,  as  a  member  of  this  body  in  ai 
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-capacity  whatsoever,  but  that  he  acted  therein  as  a  private  citizen  only,  and  not 
otherwise;  That  if  any  offense  was  by  him  as  a  citizen  then  and  there  committed, 
he  is  amenable  to  the  courts  of  this  State,  as  any  other  citizen,  and  not  otherwise. 

Second — That  said  charges  attempt  to  set  up  a  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of 
the  State,  in  this:  That  it  charges  this  petitioner  with  having  in  the  years  1882  and 
1883,  offering  and  giving  to  certain,  then  public  officers  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
certain  bribes,  to  influence  their  official  action,  for  which  said  alleged  felony  he  is 
amenable  only  to  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State  on  presentment  by  indictment,  and 
not  to  this  Council,  or  otherwise.  And  it  is  not  therein  charged  that  said  alleged 
offense  was  committed  in  the  time  of  his  public  duty,  or  as  a  member  of  this  body. 

That  his  term  of  office  as  a  member  of  this  Common  Council  on  the  day  of 

January,  1884,  and  not  otherwise. 

Third — And  petitioner  says  that  this  body  has  no  power  or  authority  to  act,  under 
the  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  or  on  the  call  addressed  to  each  member 
thereof  by  the  Mayor,  otherwise  than  as  a  court  to  try  charges  which  the  Common 
Council  in  its  legislative  capacity  has  previously  prepared;  and  that  this  body  now 
is  a  court  under  its  ordinance,  and  organized  to  try  such  complaint  under  the  forms 
and  rules  of  law,  and  in  no  other  form  or  manner;  and  he  most  respectfully  shows 
that  the  majority  and  minority  report  of  a  certain  committee  handed  to  the  Clerk 
their  respective  reports,  which  were  marked  filed  by  him  on  the  date  thereof,  and 
that  nothing  further  was  done  of  and  concerning  the  same ;  that  they  were  not 
acted  upon  by  the  Council,  nor  made  a  part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  now  lie  as  given  in  upon  the  table  thereof;  that  they  have  in  no  way, 
manner  or  shape,  been  made  a  part  of  the  proceedings  at  its  regular  meeting  at  that 
time  or  %ny  subsequent  time,  and  has  never  been  made  known  to  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  at  any  regular  meeting  or  any  meeting  to  the 
date  of  the  call  and  organization  of  this  court ;  and  for  these  reasons,  there  is  legally 
no  cause  before  this  court  for  trial. 

Fourth — That  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  day  of  August,  1885,  the  entire  and 

complete  subject-matter  of  said  charges  was  fully  heard  and  determined  by  this 
Common  Council ;  that  a  committee  was  appointed  and  considered  the  very  matters 
set  forth  in  said  charges;  that  the  reportof  said  committee  was  adopted  by  unani- 
mous vote  of  this  Council,  and  said  committee  was  discharged,  and  said  accused  was 
legally  discharged  by  the  unanimous  adoption  of  said  report.  Therefore  he  says 
that  he  ought  not  again  be  required  to  respond  for  the  same  alleged  offense  to  this 
Council. 

Fifth — This  respondent  says  that  he  most  respectfully  asks  this  body  to  acquit 
him,  and  that  he  go  hence,  because  the  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  and  by  enactments  of  the  legislative,  are  for  self-preservation 
only,  and  not  punitive.  The  power  of  punishment  and  expulsion  are  for  the  pur- 
pose of  maintaining  deliberative  order ;  that  order  necessary  to  the  proper  discharge 
of  legislative  duty — the  legitimate  duties  of  the  body.  That  there  is  no  law  declar- 
ing, and  no  precedent  for  expulsion  for  acts  ante-dating  the  election  to  the  Council 
from  which  the  expulsion  is  to  be  made,  nor  for  anything  said  or  done  with  refer- 
ence to  i*uch  body ;  that  any  act  done  or  anything  said  by  the  member  antecedent 
to  his  election,  or  afterwards,  with  reference  to  his  acts  before  that  time,  does  not  in 
any  manner  disturb  the  orderly  proceedings  of  the  Council  in  session. 

Wherefore  this  respondent  says  that  this  Council  has  no  jurisdiction  further  to 
proceed.  J.  M.  Cropsey  &  H.  J.  Everett,  Attorneys.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  plat  of  a 
proposed  addition  by  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  with  the  remonstrance  of  the 
property  holders  (see  pages  549,  567  and  612  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen),  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find 
the  facts  and  law  to  be: 

1st.  This  proposed  addition  embraces  16  lots  lying  between  Meridian  and  Union 
streets ;  donates  40  feet  on  the  west  for  Meridian  street,  60  feet  on  the  east  for  Union 
street,  and  40  feet  through  the  center  for  Charles  street. 

2d.  Hill  street  on  the  north,  is  30  feet  wide,  as  shown  on  the  plat,  but  no  part  of 
it  is  given  by  the  company,  which  has  platted  its  entire  ground  from  north  to  south, 
239  feet,  into  16  lots.  The  ground  north  to  the  old  Donation  Line,  is  covered  by 
McCarty's  south  addition.  (See  Plat  Book  3,  page  174.)  Morris  street  on  the 
north,  is  50  feet  wide;  480  feet  are  occupied  (on  the  west  line),  by  Lots  1  to  14. 
Han  way  street  is  40  feet  wide,  and  Lots  15  to  30  occupy  520  feet,  and  Hill  street 
30  feet. 

3d.  N.  B.  Palmer's  addition  on  the  south,  P.  B.  3-67  and  P.  B.  6-191,  contains 
Lots  23  to  32,  350  feet,  and  a  13  foot  alley,  and  then  follows  Lots  33  to  42,  350  feet, 
and  Palmer  street  on  the  south  is  40  feet  wide. 

If  the  plat  is  accepted  as  proposed,  there  will  be  589  feet  bounded  on  the  north 
by  a  30  foot  street,  and  a  13  foot  alley  on  the  south,  while  north  of  this  there  will 
be  520  feet  between  streets.  The  law  under  which  this  addition  is  sought  to  be 
made,  is  of  recent  date,  having  been  in  force  since  July  18,  1885,  (see  Acts  of  1885, 
page  150),  and  provides  the  Council  "  may  require  that  the  streets  and  alleys  of 
such  addition  shall  be  made  to  correspond  in  width,  and  to  be  co-terminus  with  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  that  part  of  the  city  which  it  adjoins." 

While  we  believe  at  least  10  feet  should  be  given  for  the  widening  of  Hill  street, 
we  doubt  the  power  of  this  Board  to  compel  this,  and  so  return  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  action  of  the  Council  be  concurred  in.

Gentlemen: — Upon  the  14th  day  of  July,  1884,  Fletcher  &  Sharpe's  Bank,  of  In- 
dianapolis, closed  its  doors,  suspended  payment,  and  went  into  the  hands  of  a  Re- 
ceiver. And  afterwards,  upon  the  16th  day  of  the  same  month,  Harrison's  Bank,  of 
said  city,  also  closed  its  doors,  suspended  payment,  and  went  into  the  hands  of  a 
Eeceiver.  At  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  said  banks,  I  had  on  deposit  to  my 
credit  as  Treasurer  of  the  CityT  of  Indianapolis,  in  Fletcher  &  Sharp -'s  Bank,  the 
sum  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents  ($1,825.51), 
and  in  Harrison's  Bank,  the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents  ($41,360.78.) 

I  respectfully  ask  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  following  facts  in  relation 
to  said  deposits:  There  was  no  provision  of  the  Statute  o!  Indiana,  nor  ordinance  of 
the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  directing  where  the  funds  of  the  city 
should  be  deposited,  and  no  provision  had  been  made  by  the  city  for  their  sale 
keeping  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

It  has  always  been  the  habit  of  my  predecessors  in  office  to  deposit  the  funds 
in  their  hands  in  the  different  banks  of  this  city,  and  when  I  went  into  office, 
I  received*  from  my  predecessor  the  funds  of  the  city  then  on  deposit  in  differ- 
ent banks  in  this  city.  The  fact  that  the  different  City  Treasurers,  including 
myself,  have  kept  the  funds  on  deposit  in  the. different  banks  of  the  city  for 
years,  was  well  known  to  the  Common  Council  and  officials,  and  public  gener- 
ally. I  have  had  in  my  hands  large  sums,  varying  at  times  from  $50,000.00 
to  $450,000.00.  In  the  absence  of  some  place  designatad  by  law  for  me  to  de- 
posit  the  funds,  I  was  compelled  to  exercise  my  judgment  in  their  safe  keeping. 
I  could  not,  with  safety,  keep  them  in  my  office,  or  at  my  house;  and  it  was 
therefore  necessary  that  I  should  select  some  of  the  banks  used  and  recognized  by 
the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  as  safe  places  of  deposit.  In  order  that  I  might  exer- 
cise due  and  reasonable  diligence  in  the  safe  keeping  of  the  funds  in  my  hands,  I 
did  not  select  one  bank  alone,  but  have  deposited  them  around  in  the  following  difr 
ferent  banks  of  the  city:  The  First  National  Bank,  The  Indianapolis  ^National 
Bank,  Fletcher's  Bank,  The  Indiana  National  Bank,  The  Meridian  National  Bank, 
Ritzinger's  Bank,  The  Merchants'  National  Bank,  Fletcher  &  Sharp-j's  Bank  and 
Harrison's  Bank.  In  selecting  Fletcher  &  Sharpe's  Bank  and  Harrison's  Bank,  % 
took  into  consideration  at  the  time,  that  they  were  recognized,  by  the  public  as/safe 
and  solvent  institutions,  and  that  they  had  done  business  so  long,  and  that  their 
credit  was  not  disputed.  At  the  time  of  the  failure  of  Fletcher  &  Sharpe,  they  had 
more  than  four  thousand  depositors,  and  a  deposit  of  more  than  eighteen  hundred 
thousand- dollars.  As  to  Harrison's  Bank,  they  had  among  their  depositors  the1 
Vandalia  Railroad  Company,  Chas.  Mayer  &Co.,  Wm.  Haneisen,  Geo.  VV>  Stdut, 
Wm.  Haerle,  John  T.  Pressley  and  others,  having  total  deposits  at  the. time  of  their 
failure,  of  about  six  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
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In  order  to  secure  the  deposit  in  Harrison's  Bank,  I  received  from  A,  &  J.  C.  S. 
Harrison  fifty-one  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  U.  S.  Encaustic  Tile 
Company  of  Indianapolis.  This  was  the  only  security  of  any  kind  that  I  was  able 
to  get  for  the  deposit  in  said  bank.  I  consider  that  it  was  not  my  fault  that  the 
losses  were  sustained  by  the  failure  of  said  banks.  I  respectfully  ask  that  I  be  or- 
dered or  allowed  to  credit  myself  with  the  amount  of  the  sums  on  deposit  in  said 
banks  at  their  failure,  I  having  procured  certificates  of  the  Receivers  of  each  of 
said  banks  for  the  amount  due  from  them,  said  certificates  being  payable  to  my 
order  as  City  Treasurer,  and  having  endorsed  the  same  as  payable  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  I  having  assigned  said  capital  stock  of  the  U.  S.  Encaustic  Tile 
Company  over  to  the  city.

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Frank  M.  Wright  against  The 
City,  asking  $10,000  damages  on  account  of  injuries  sustained  in  a  fall  on  the  north 
sidewalk  of  Washington  street,  in  front  of  or  near  the  Fancy  Bazaar,  has  been  tried 
a  second  time  before  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court.  The  verdict  was  for  the  city. 
My  impression  is,  that  this  is  practically  an  end  of  the  case. 
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I  did  not  advise  a  re-laying  and  re-grading  of  the  sidewalk  at  this  point,  when  I 
reported  the  result  of  the  first  trial,  some  months  ago,  because  that  result  was  ad- 
verse, and  I  feared  numerous  other  suits  would  be  brought  on  account  of  accidents 
which  happened  there  last  winter.  But  one  such  suit  has  been  brought,  however, 
and  I  know  of  no  better  time  for  the  city  to  remedy  the  defective  grade  between 
Illinois  street  and  the  alley  west  of  Pennsylvania  street,  than  now.  The  slant 
averages  twelve  inches  in  fifteen  feet;  and  while  the  city  is  not  liable  for  accidents 
resulting  from  this  cause  alone,  as  Judge  Howe  holds,  yet  it  is  true,  no  doubt,  that 
almost  all  of  the  accidents  that  have  happened  between  the  points  named,  occurred 
on  account  of  this  too  great  a  pitch.  The  facts  developed  on  the  two  trials  of  the 
Wright  case,  convince  me  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  re-grading  and  re-laying 
this  sidewalk ;  and  I  respectfully  submit  these  statements  for  your  consideration.

are  destroying  everything  that  comes  in  their  way.  We  therefore  will  have  to  hold 
the  authorities  responsible  for  the  damages,  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  laws.

The  said  painter  to  receive  as  compensation,  a  fee  not  to  exceed  25  cents  per  num- 
ber for  tin  numbers,  and  for  gilt  numbers  not  to  exceed  25  cents  per  figure,  from 
the  owner  or  agent  of  the  building  so  numbered:  Provided,  That  said  painter  shall 
number  only  such  streets  and  avenues  as  may  be  directed  by  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer. We  recommend  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to 
put  into  effect  the  above  plan.

Gentlemen: — At  the  regular  meeting  of  Alpha  Assembly  No.  1,712,  Knights  of 
Labor,  held  on  the  evening  of  November  10,  1885,  the  appended  preamble  and 
resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  same  is  hereby  presented  to  your 
honorable  body: 

"Whereas,  The  said  Mr.  Pattison  now  seeks,  through  the  mercy  of  the  Superior 
Court  and  the  City  Council,  to  be  released  from  making  good  to  said  tax  payers 
said  amount;   be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  Alpha  Assembly  No.  1712,  Knights  of  Labor,  most  respectfully 
and  earnestly  request  the  honorable  members  of  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen to  vote  against  any  proposition  tending  to  release  said  Pattison  or  his 
bondsmen,  who  are  abundantly  able  to  secure  the  indebtedness  of  said  Treasurer;

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  belief  and  opinion  of  this  body,  that  it  is  the  absolute 
duty  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  his  bondsmen,  to  secure  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
against  loss  on  account  of  the  failure  of  said  bank,  in  which  said  treasurer  had  no 
legal  right  to  deposit  the  money  of  said  tax  payers,  except  at  his  own  risk,  and  that 
it  is  a  gross  imposition  upon  the  commonwealth  of  Indianapolis  to  be  asked  to  grant 
such  unreasonable  concessions  as  those  stipulated  in  the  petition  of  said  City  Treas- 
urer;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  as  the  wage  workers  are  invariably  called  upon  to  suffer  the  hard- 
ship incident  to  failures  of  this  character  by  submitting  to  a  reduction  in  wages 
equivalent  to  the  loss  sustained  by  employers,  who  represent  the  majority  of  tax 
payers;  that  it  is  our  belief  and  opinion,  formed  after  an  extensive  experience,  that 
such  a  remittance  as  that  asked  to  be  granted  to  Treasurer  Pattison  and  his  bonds- 
men, would  be  a  serious  blow  to  the  interests  of  all  laboring  classes,  and  should  be 
met  with  a  stinging  rebuke  by  the  various  bodies  elected  to  office  by  the  people

Comes  now  Ann  Russell,  and  Thomas  Russell,  and  petition  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil and  show  that  they  are  the  owners  in  fee  of  lot  21,  in  out-lot  126,  in  McKer- 
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nan  &  Pierce's  subdivision  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  have  been  such  owners 
thereof  for  a  great  number  of  years.  That  after  she  became  the  owner  thereof  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  changed  the  bed  of  Pogue's  Kun  from  south  Illinois  street  to 
the  canal,  thereby  changing  the  natural  course  of  the  flow  of  wat»r  in  the  channel. 
That  their  lot  is  immediately  west  and  south  of  the  culvert  of  said  canal.  That  an 
arch  and  culvert  was  constructed  before  the  channel  of  Pogue's  Hun  was  changed; 
that  the  water  flowed  through  the  same  and  was  carried  off  in  the  natural  chan- 
nel of  said  run  south,  but  your  petitioners  say  that  by  reason  of  said  change  so 
made  in  the  bed  of  said  Kun,  the  water  of  said  run  flowing  through  said  culvert, 
was  thrown  with  great  force  against  the  east  end  of  their  lot  and  washed  and  car 
ried  sixty  feet  of  their  said  lot  away,  making  a  hole  of  sixty  feet  in  length,  and 
eight  or  ten  feet  deep  the  full  width  of  their  said  lot  to  their  damage  to  the  lot.

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  body  that  on  the  19th  day 
of  October,  1885,  I  was  driving  my  horse  and  buggy  over  and  along  Union  street, 
near  Madison  avenue,  in  a  gait  a  little  faster  than  a  walk,  when,  without  any  warn- 
ing, he  plunged  into  a  hole  in  the  street.  Said  hole  was  about  18  inches  across,  and 
seemed  to  have  been  formed  by  the  sinking  of  the  earth  into  a  gas  or  water  chan- 
nel.

1.  We  recommend  that  James  Renihan  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
damages  caused  to  bis  horse  and  ouscgy  on  account  of  a  hole  in  Union  street,  pro- 
vided he  will  receive  the  same  in  full  of  all  demands. 

2.  The  claim  of  Wm.  EL  English,  presented  May  4th,  as  recently  itemized  and 
handed  to  your  committee,  amounts  to  $1,106.71,  not  including  interest.  It  is  for 
taxes  paid  by  Mr.  English  on  a  large  number  of  lots  in  King's  Arsenal  Heights, 
which  addition  was  never  legally  annexed 'to  the  city.  The  rule  adopted  by  your 
committee  in  other  cases,  is  to  allow  for  all  sums  paid  in  good  faith  by  the  owners 
of  property,  but  not  to  refund  to  parties  purchasing  as  a  speculation.  Your  com- 
mittee was  unable  to  ascertain  w  at  part,  if  any,  of  the  taxes  in  controversy  were 
paid  by  Mr.  English  as  the  owner  of  the  lots.  Some  of  the  amounts  were  paid 
more  than  six  years  ago,  also.  Under  all  the-  circumstances, -your  committee  has 
concluded  to  recommend  that  no  parto'  the  claim  be  allowed,  believing  that  it  is  a* 
case  which  ought  to  be  submitted  to  a  court  for  adjudication. 

3.  Your  committee  have  held  the  report  made  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  on 
May  4th,  together  with  the  resolution  accompanying  the  same,  allowing  Thomas 
Wren  a  corrected  and  final  estimate  for  work  done  by  him  on  south  Tennessee  street 
in  1866,  until  now,  on  account  of  the  pendency  of  certain  subsequent  proceedings 
affecting  the  order  of  court  under  which  the  Engineer  acted  in  submitting  said  re- 
port and  resolution.  Judge  Taylor  has  now  made  an  order  setting  aside  the  ori- 
ginal order  directing  said  measurement  to  be  made,  thus  obviating  further  proceed- 
ings by  the  Council  on  the  report  of  the  Engineer  referred  to.  We  therefore- 
recommend  that  said  estimate  reported  by  the  Engineer,  be  not  allowed.

Gentlemen: — Your  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  suggestions  mide  by  the  City  Attorney  July  6th,  in  his  report  of  the 
result  of  the  suit  of  Sarah  Kingsbury  et  al.  vs.  The  City,  involving  the  title  ta 
Highland  street,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  investigated  the  two  matters 
therein  referred  to. 

1.  In  reference  to  opening  certain  streets  and  alleys  marked  on  the  plat  of  Da- 
vidson's Third  Addition,  which  have  heretofore  remained  fenced  up,  we  think  that 
some  of  them  will  never  be  of  any  practical  value  to  the  public,  if  opened,  while 
there  are  others  that  the  city  may  desire  to  open  up  and  improve  in  the  future. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  'he  C  ty  Civil  Engineer  ani  Street  Commissioner 
proceed,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  carefully  view  all  the  streets  and  alleys  remain- 
ing unopened,  together  with  the  surrounding  premises,  and  remove  such  fences, 
and  take  such  other  steps  at  may  be  necessary  to  save  and  protect  the  rights  of  the 
city  and  the  public  in  all  of  said  streets  and  alleys  which  th«-y  may  be  convinced 
will  be  of  future  u*e  to  the  city.  After  taking;  such  steps  said  officers  are  directed 
to  make  a  full  report  of  their  doings  to  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

2.  As  to  the  other  item  of  the  City  Attorney's  report,  calling  attention  to  the- 
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fact  that  the  city  was  compelled  to  pay  J.  L.  Mitchell  the  sum  of  $920.42  damages 
on  account  of  the  change  of  grade  made  along  his  property  on  Highland  street, 
:which  change  was  made  on  the  petition  of  Henry  Latham  and  others,  found  in  the 
Proceedings  of  May  7,  1883,  page  1,157,  we  would  respectfully  report  that  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  these  gentlemen  who  petitioned  for  the  change  have  already  been  to 
considerable  expense  in  employing  counsel  to  assist  in  defending  the  Mitchell  suit, 
and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  that  the  city  voluntarily  made  certain  changes  along 
Market  street  in  connection  with  the  Highland  street  grade,  which  evidently  en- 
tered into  the  question  of  damages  as  assessed  by  the  jury,  (although  not  strictly 
within  the  issues),  the  city  ought  not  to  attempt  to  assess  this  sum  ^gainst  said  pe- 
titioners ;  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  not  done.

The  Special  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  through  Councilman  Thai- 
man,  submitted  the  following  report : 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Fire  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of 
Frank  B.  Walker  and  others,  to  adjust  the  matter  of  compensation  to  be  paid  by 
the  city  for  the  past  and  future  use  of  the  Bragg  &  Seibert  patents  for  opening  doors 
and  releasing  horses  by  electricity,  of  which  patents  said  parties  now  claim  to  be 
the  owners,  have  carefully  considered  the  same. 

The  intrinsic  value  of  these  patents,  is  hard  to  determine.  Indeed,  it  is  alto- 
gether impossible  to  estimate  how  much  or  how  little  property  is  saved  in  a  given 
case,  or  how  much  m*y  likely  be  saved  in  a  given  time,  by  the  use  of  these  im- 
provements, which  would  otherwise  be  destroyed.  We  do  not  doubt,  however,  that 
the  use  of  these  improvements  has  been  of  considerable  value  to  the  city  in  the 
past.  Wejbelieve,  also,  that  it  would  look  like  going  back  to  the  times  of  the  sickle- 
and  wooden  plow,  to  abandon  them  in  the  future.  We  hope  this  will  not  have  to 
be  done.  But  your  committee  can  not  agree  as  to  the  amount  which  should  be  paid 
to  the  petitioners  for  the  past  and  future  use  of  said  patents,  and  prefer  to  leave 
that  question  with  the  Council  to  decide.  So  far  as  we  can  inform  ourselves,  we 
believe  the  patents  are  all  right;  but  in  case  of  purchase  by  the  city,  they  be  re- 
quired to  give  an  indemnifying  bond  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to  save  the  city 
harmless  against  loss  should  any  other  person  successfully  establish  claims  to  or 
right  in  said  inventions  and  patents,  or  either  of  them,

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The  following  report  was  read  and  received: 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  29th,  1885. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  served  as  City  Attorney  from  January  1,  1882,  until  the  16th 
inst.  For  an  account  of  the  work  done  by  me  during  the  first  three  years  of  my 
service,  I  respectfully  refer  your  honorable  bodies  to  my  annual  reports  found  in 
your  printed  proceedings  of  January  5,  1883,  January  7,  1884,  and  January  5,  1885. 
During  the  past*year  I  represented  the  city  in  the  trial  and  disposition  of  twenty- 
one  (21)  cases  in  the  upper  courts.  Of  these,  seventeen  (17)  were  decided  in  favor 
of  the  city  and  four  against  it.  The  only  money  judgments  rendered  against  the 
city  in  the  above  cases  were  as  follows:  In  favor  of  Frank  McWhinney,  for  taxes 
erroneously  assessed,  in  the  sum  of  $82.32;  in  favor  of  Amanda  McCullough,  for 
personal  injuries,  in  the  sum  of  $50;  and  in  favor  of  Patsey  Patterson,  for  erron- 
eous tax  collections,  in  the  sum  of  $809.  The  judgment  in  the  first  named  case 
has  been  paid ;  in  the  second,  the  plaintiff  has  so  far  refused  to  receive  the  amount 
awarded  her;  and  the  city  has  appealed  from  the  last  named  judgment.  The  total 
amount  paid  out  during  the  year  just  closing,  on  account  of  judgments  and  costs,  is 
$640.21,  the  bulk  of  which  was  for  costs  that  could  not  be  collected  from  the  losing 
parties. 

During  my  term  of  four  years,  I  have  represented  the  city  in  the  trial  and  dis- 
position of  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  (147)  cases  in  the  Federal,  Supreme,  Cir- 
cuit and  Superior  Courts.  The  damages  claimed  in  the  complaints  in  these  cases 
amounted  to  about  $400,000.  Of  these  147  cases,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  (115) 
were  decided  in  favor  of  the  city;  twenty-eight  (28)  adversely  in  the  first  instance; 
two  (2)  were  compromised;  and  two  (2)  were  abandoned  by  order  of  the  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen.  Of  the  cases  at  first  decided  against  the  city  only  the 
following  have  so  far  involved  it  in  the  payment  of  money  (not  counting  many 
items  of  cost  that  could  not  be  recovered  from  the  losing  parties),  to-wit; 

Annie  Merrick  vs.  City,  for  personal   injuries.. \ $317  90 

Mary  J.  McAvoy  vs.  City,  for  erroneous  tax  collections , ,  112  30 

David  Duncan  vs.  City,  for  personal  injuries 187  90

Jennie  Hest^n  vs.  City,  for  damages  to  person , 286  20 

Frank  McWhinney  vs.  City,  for  erroneous  tax  collections  82  32

Included  in  said  28  cases,  the  following  judgments  Avere  also  rendered  against 
the  city- by  the  lower  court,  and  appeals  are  now  pending  therefrom  in  the  Supreme 
(Court: 

In  favor  of  Johnston  &  Erwin,  injuries  to  property  on  account  of  overflow  of 
Pogue's  Kun,  in  1882,  the  city's  part  being  $2,500;  Henry  Emmelman,  death  of 
■infant  son,  for  the  sum  of  $700;  John  H.  Vajen,  erroneous  tax  collections,  for  the 
sum  of  $508;  Sophia  Rhodes,  street-opening  assessment,  a  contingent  judgment  for 
$200,  the  city  being  fully  protected ;.  Patsey  Patterson,  for  erroneous  tax  collec- 
tions, for  the  sum  of  $809;  and  in  favor  of  Terre  Haute  &  Indianapolis  R.  R.  Co., 
for  costs.     Decisions  may  be  expected  in  these  cases  at  any  time. 

The  following  number  of  cases  remain  undecided :  In  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Indiana  (enumerated  above),  6;  in  the  Marion  Circuit  Court,  4;  and  in  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  Marion  County,  31.  Total,  41.  Many  of  these  simply  await 
decisions  in  other  cases  involving  like  questions.  I  believe  there  are  none  now 
pending  about  which  the  city  need  have  special  anxiety,  unless  the  Supreme  Court 
should  decide  the  Johnston  &  Erwin  case  in  such  way  as  to  practically  fix  a  liabil- 
ity against  the  city  in  the  other  Pogue's  Run  cases.  There  are  twelve  of  these 
pending  This  litigation  is  unusual;  and  while  I  would  not  presume  to  assert 
with  confidence  what  the  final  result  of  the  case  already  tried  will  be,  I  will 
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venture  the  opinion  that  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  that  case  will  not 
be  of  such  a  character  as  to  encourage  the  parties  in  trying  the  other  cases,  partic- 
ularly those  in  which  the  damage  done  was  small ;  and  these  greatly  predominate. 
In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  all  other  officials  with  whom  I  was  assooiated  during 
my  term  of  service,  for  their  kindly  aid  and  support  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
my  department.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Finance  Committee  respectfully  submit  to  you  statements  as 
follows : 

In  a  conference  with  the  County  Treasurer,  (hereafter  the  custodian  of  the 
City's  funds)  we  are  informed  as  the  Act  known  as  the  "  Winter  bill "  does  not 
specifically  require  him  to  make  monthly  statements  to  the  city,  of  taxes  collected, 
he^wili  strictly  adhere  to  the  construction  of  the  law,  as  made  by  his  attorneys, 
which  means  Semi  annual  Statements.  The  first  money  therefore  that  the  city  can 
draw,  under  his  construction,  would  be  May  1st,  no  matter  what  amount  of  our 
funds  are  in  his  hands  previous  to  that  date.  This  will  necessitate  the  borrowing 
of  our  own  money  from  the  Treasurer,  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  can  be  agreed 
upon,  in  sufficient  sums  to  carry  the  city  through  to  that  date  ;  then,  again,  from 
that  date  to  the  next  settlement,  six  months  later ;  (or  if  not  borrowed  from  the 
Treasurer,  from  other  parties).  The  bill  as  it  now  stands,  or  as  it  is  construed 
by  the  Treasurer,  is  certainly  detrimental  to  the  Cityts  interest,  and  should  by  all 
means  be  amended  by  the  next  legislature,  to  more  clearly  define  and  set  apart  the 
City's  money,  so  it  can  be  used  when  in  the  treasury,  without  subjecting  the  tax- 
payers to  pay  thousands  of  dollars  interest  tor  the  use  of  their  own  money. 

However,  in  the  construction  of  the  law  by  the  Treasurer  and  his  attorneys,  our 
Mayor  and  City  Attorney  disagree.  We  therefore  think  it  would  be  well  to  have 
a  friendly  suit  brought,  and  let  the  courts  decide, 

From  our  past  experience,  your  committee  find  that  a  ninety  cent  levy,  handled 
with  care,  will  be  ample  for  all  general  purposes,  but  no  extraordinary  improve- 
ments can  be  made  without  exceeding  our  revenue,  on  said  levy. 

For  the  past  year  the  ninety  cent  tax  levy,  as  per  tax  duplicate,  and  from  license 

and  interest  from  Belt  Kailroad,  amounts  to $546,612  00 

Estimating  as  uncollectable 10,000  00 

£536,612  00 

The  aggregate  expenses  for  the  year  including  interest  was  516,469  00 

Amount  inside  of  revenue $20,143  00 

This  is  certainly  a  creditable  showing  for  the  out-going  Council,  in  the  face  of  so 
many  hard  things  that  have  been  said  about  it.  While  errors  have  been  made, 
and  things  done  that  should  not  have  been  done,  and  left  undone  that  should  have 
been  done,  it  shows  that  by  a  majority  vote  there  was  a  careful  desire  to  serve  the 
City  faithfully  and  honestly.  Our  Streets  will  compare  favorably  with  any  west- 
ern city  in  the  United  States  of  as  rapid  growth  and  same  population:  Our  Fire 
Department  is  second  to  none.  Oar  City  Buildings  and  City  Hospital  are  a  credit 
to  the  City.  And  all  this  under  a  lower  tax  levy  than  any  other  city  in  the  west 
of  like  population,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  the  Union.

the  city,  should  have  been  paid  for  by  said  Mitchell,  which  he  is  now  willing  to  do 
upon  your  directing  the  City  Treasurer  to  receipt  to  him  for  said  amount.  The 
contractor  was  paid  in  full.
